human life. 

You see, they're guarding a movie 
Screening, in this case Lord of the 
Rings. And it may seem petty to go 
after the effort that ensured no boot- 
leg copies of the film made it to the 
ae py eight-inch-wide visual glory 

e Internet a week back, but the 
Beier should hardly be 
immune from discussion. 

Before seeing the film, each 
reviewer across the country, was 





forced to sign an embargo that 
there'd be no reviewing until the 
release date. ‘Forced’ may be a bad 
word. It’s like going through cus- 
toms at the airport. No one has to 
have their bag searched, but, as they 
qualify on the friendly signs by the 
X-Ray machines, it’s a free country, 
as long as you don’t get on the 
plane. No signy no flicky. 

I bring up airports for a reason. 
We've all been thinking about them 
a lot, of course, and if you dare to 
suggest the fact that nothing’s really 
changed, you'll hear real fast that 
the airports are no longer the fun 
places they used to be. It’s loosely 
true. I was in LAX a few weeks ago 
coming back from Mexico, and sure 
enough, like all good Third World 
countries, soldiers of at least six feet 
were pacing the airport with drawn, 
pointed and obviously loaded 
machine-guns, the proud boys 
wearing camouflage from cap to 
toe. Jungle camouflage, mind you, 
which meant they stuck out some, 
as was intended. If they really want- 
ed to blend in, they should have 
worn men’s bathroom door cos- 


tumes, or dressed like hot stew- 
ardesses from Korea. But, they 
wanted everyone to be simultane- 
ously at peace and completely 
afraid, the American way. Still, a 
couple stern and visible soldiers and 
a few more minutes at the ticket 
counter were inevitable anyway. 
Would have happened sooner or 
later. Lives are at stake. 

Which kind of brings us back to 
all that business of having your 
belongings taken away and being 
groped by some under- or overpaid 
corporate monkey before you walk 
into a movie theatre. Because the 
security there was a lot symbolically 
meaner, insulting and patronizing 
than you'll find at any airport, 
unless you’re the wrong colour, of 
course, another discussion. 

And when one of the Sun chain's 
reporters east of here broke the 
dumb embargo, with an early 
beaming review of the film, mind 
you, they were yelled at, threatened 
and given a hell of an earful for dis- 
cussing a film that already had 
reviews all over the Internet, from 
American critics and lucky geeks 
alike. The dollar fellators were mad 
because they didn’t get to use the 
local media precisely according to 
their national marketing plan, and 
abusive in response. It is a high 
stakes game in these days of terror, 
for the terror comes from within. 
There is something sinister about 
the tightass in control. Keep your 
eye on him

Police abuse 
power with 
hooker-sweep 
tactics 


Novoay in their right mind 
would dispute the assertion that 
street prostitution wreaks havoc 
on neighbourhoods. Regardless of 
where you stand on the question 
of legalizing and regulating the 
sex trade, there’s no doubting that 
when left on the streets, it 
destroys communities. 

No one in Norwood can be 
blamed for wanting police to 
crack down on it. Residents don’t 
want their children to go out- 
doors. Some women are afraid to 
walk the streets of their own 
neighbourhood for fear of being 
harassed by johns in passing cars. 
In essence, they’ve become prison- 
ers in their own homes. It’s a hor- 
rific situation, to be sure, but that 
doesn’t mean the end justifies the 
EPS’s means. 

Part of the police crackdown 
includes the threat to record the 
licence numbers of vehicles seen 
stopped by known prostitutes and 
sending a “dear john” letter to the 
home of the car’s registered 
owner. This measure is nothing 
short of an abuse of police power. 

Think of the potential for error. 
What if the car is stolen, or even 
borrowed? What if the woman on 
the sidewalk isn’t a prostitute? 
There are myriad possibilities for 
erroneously ruining lives, to say 
nothing of the fact that police will 
be punishing people for doing 
nothing wrong. the last time we 
checked, talking to someone isn’t 
against the law. In fact, prostitu- 
tion isn’t illegal — only communi- 
cating in public for the purposes 
of prostitution. The “dear john” 
campaign throws due process out 
the window. 

The people of Norwood deserve 
to be helped, but the police 


shouldn’t have to abuse basic civil |

If you haven’t heard of 
King Of Woolworths, you soon 
will — that is, if your CD collec- 
tion includes the likes of Aphex 
Twin. In Fact KOW has been

Richard James. Ming Star is the 
debut album from England DJ Jon 
Brooks, a.k.a. King Of 
Woolworths. 

It was just over a year ago he 
was sending his music on CD-Rs 
to a “wish list of celebrity fans” 
and flooding the web, making his 
work available for download. His 
self-promotion style is now pay- 
ing dividends. He has a record 
deal, a new album and a growing 
international fan base. 

The CD is sample heavy, but 
kind of a DJ Shadow-style. Ming 
Star has a very cinematic feel, with 
snippets of British TV and past 
and present film dialogue to twist 
your brain if you’re caught with 
your guard down.

Buddy & Julie Miller- s/t: At last, 
a “real” album from the two of 
them, and as to be expected, it’s a 
gem — gritty, heartfelt country 
music with soul.

Alejandro Escovedo - A Man 
Under the Influence: As far as I’m 
concerned, this man can do no 
wrong.

Another ‘fine’ film from Hallstrom™

Lok: Your laminated particle 
board table is going to be perfectly 
functional, attractive even, but 
when you rap your knuckles 
against it, it’s going to lack the sat- 
isfying thunk of solid wood. 

Of course, Perfectly Serviceable 
has an audience, and that’s why 
Hallstr6ém’s Fine Films (Lasse 
Hallstrém, prop.) now single- 
mindedly devotes itself to the pro- 
duction of expertly crafted cine- 
ma,_.mixing promising stories with 
broadly drawn characters, hyper- 
rich images, easily wrassled 
iconography and frequent soppi- 
ness. Cinéma enthusiasts have 
taken to the firm’s clean lines — 
witness the reception for The Cider 
House Rules and Chocolat — but 
one wonders whether E. Annie 
Proulx’s wildly popular Pulitzer- 
Prize-winning novel The Shipping 
News deserved more. 

The story was certainly rife with 
possibilities. Timid Quoyle (Kevin 
Spacey), a heartbroken American, 
relocates to Newfoundland with 
his daughter to make a fresh start, 
only to run up against history, 
mystery and destiny. There, in the

isolated home port of his ances- 
tors, Quoyle encounters the 
colourful inhabitants, learns the 
local lore, gets a job at the local 
paper, meets the alluring Wavey 
(Julianne Moore) and grows up. 
Proulx deftly braided the threads 
of her story, added unblinking, 
perceptive characterization, and, 
with artful artlessness, invested 
the proceedings with a solid help- 
ing of Newfoundlandia. 

Though in many ways a hand- 
some film, the cinematic Shipping 
News narrows the focus pre- 
dictably (Suck it Up, Get the Girl) 
and takes pity on the exegetically 
impaired: events approach with 
the stealth of ocean liners on calm 
seas, the director takes pains to 
connect the dots obviously and 
repetitively (one more shot of 
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singing steel cables under tension 
and you'll be off to Revy for 
heavy cutters), and every moment 
of portent gets the “pay attention” 
treatment with a few measures of 
moody, heart-jiggling bhodran ‘n’ 
bass. We’re in the Maritimes, 
y’see, famous as the birthplace of 
brooding new age noodling. 

Elements of the story have also 
been rejigged to indulge our taste 
for the maudlin, with every 
prospect of success. That dewi- 
ness is a shame, since Proulx so 
thoroughly eschewed sentimental- 
ity — how better to unravel the 
self-pitying Quoyle? The same 
dry-eyedness made the comedy 
crackle. When the film offers 
glimpses of the novel's wit, it usu- 
ally hits, but more typically 
Hallstr6m abandons Proulx’s 
fizzing flavour in preference for 
spooky atmospherics and melan- 
choly mooning. 

Kevin Spacey and his mannered 
acting might, at first blush, seem 
ill-suited to the portrayal of 
Quoyle. His caricatured, unaffect- 
ing performance does nothing to 
diminish that reservation, a bit of 
central miscasting that hollows 
out the film handily. Spacey can’t 
invest the character with any con- 
tinuity: We never think that the 
timorous and the assertive 
Quoyles were ever the same per- 
son. Who thought it would be a 
good idea to have such a self-con- 
scious artiste acting next to the 
uncontrived Judi Dench? 

Given that the supporting cast 
(with the exception of Dench and 
Cate Blanchett, as Quoyle’s erst- 
while wife Petal) is of uneven 
quality, it’s too bad that so many 
of the performers had to be 
natives of Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota and Old Blighty, when 
local (or relatively local) fellers 
like Gordon Pinsent and Robert 
Joy do such a nice job. 

The result: you've never heard 
mouths full of marbles produce 
such varied interpretations of 
“Newfie talk,” to be sure, but that 
won’t matter to anyone but us. 
Movies like this concern them- 
selves with polished images and 
tidy sentiments. Sometimes 
adding authenticity to your 
handiwork just puts chips in the

Meg’s a charm 


Ryan rescues marginal comedy

L... get something straight 
right off the bat: if you dislike 
Meg Ryan, you will find Kate and 
Leopold detestable and absurd. 
Let's not kid around here. This is 
a film with a ridiculous premise. 
It relies almost solely on the 
appeal of its acting talent to pull 
it through the tough times. Some 
of us, however, find ourselves 
somewhat charmed by Meg’s 
blue-eyed vivacity. There’s noth- 
ing wrong with that. Even the 
most black-hearted among us 
have secret weaknesses that 
make us go all warm inside, be 
they for fudge brownies or crack 
cocaine. Or, hey, maybe even 
both. And as weaknesses go, 
watching Meg Ryan, though per- 
haps not as edifying as reading 
the complete works of Proust, is a 
fairly harmless one. 

But onwards! Leopold (Hugh 
Jackman, with an impressively 
flawless British accent) is the 
inventor of the elevator and 
inheritor of a bankrupt dukedom, 
He is visiting his uncle in New 
York, where he is being forced to 
choose a rich wife from among 
the buck-toothed socialites of 
1876. Poor Leopold. Luckily, his 
great-great grandson, Stuart — a 
visionary and inventor — comes 
through a time portal from 2001 
and accidentally drags him back 
with him. From thence, Leopold 
has a week to killuntil the next_ 
portal open’ arid gives hima ~~ 
chance to get back home. The 
possible consequences of his fail- 
ing to return to the 19th century 
are conveniently illustrated by a 
sudden and widespread failure 
of elevators all over the city. 

When Stuart falls down the 
shaft of one of said elevators and 
breaks several limbs, Leopold is 
left to his own devices. Lo! He 
meets Stuart’s neighbour and ex- 
girlfriend, Kate (that’s right, that 
would be Meg Ryan), a sensible 
but slightly neurotic woman who

works at a market research com- 
pany. Love is fallen into and the 
two are left wondering: what are 
the logistics of maintaining a 
relationship from 125 years 
apart? Is it really going to be 
worth the long-distance phone 
bills? 

Naturally, acceptance of the 
silly premise is vital to even the 
scantiest enjoyment of the film. 
There is, nonetheless, enjoyment 
to be had here. Aside from a few 
dog poop and erection jokes, 
some of the dialogue is surpris- 
ingly smart. Or, at least, not com- 
pletely fatuous. “You have every 
convenience, but no time for 
integrity,” rages Leopold of New 
Yorkers in 2001. Later, Stuart 
likens the idea of humans being 
able to see the flaws in time to 
the idea of “a dog finding a rain- 
bow.” Dogs, of course, being 
colour blind. 

And Meg? Well she’s cute, as 
ever, and it’s nice to see SO many 
women over the age of 30 contin- 
uing to play the love interest 
these days instead of being rele- 
gated-to the frumpy miont rOles. 
On the Meg scale, this one is a far 
cry from the triumph of When 
Harry Met Sally but, thank the 
fickle gods of Hollywood, it’s cer- 
tainly no vomitous You've Got 
Mail. 

Kate and Leopold contains all of 
the usual romantic comedy flaws 
but manages to be a little charm- 
ing all the same. Crap? Sure. But 
not the really super stinky kind. 
It’s a fairytale: silly but sweet. 
Not bad for a mid-week video 
rental in frigid February.

Year starts strong, finishes stronger

“Gigging is primary means of 
sanctioned support,” states 
Gravity-Vector. “We made an 
album in ’99 called Tora Borealis 
which we immediately had out- 
lawed, confiscated and burned in 
the streets. Anyone caught with a 
copy was flogged in the stadium 
before a jeering crowd of onlook- 
ers. A glorious but frustrating 
scenario, I assure you.” 

The members of TOAT are as 
hard on themselves as they are 
on their fans, however. In a sce- 


nario that has been described 
“like Spinal Tap, but much | 
funny,” the group has mutilated 
or killed half of a dozen drum- 
mers since they started out. The 
offences have ranged from danc- 
ing to blowing out an amp. Their 
last drummer had his hand cut 
off after missing practice. 

“{The drummer] was weak. His 
disrespect was intolerable, so 
yes, I cut off his hand, but it’s not 
like we kicked him out of the 
group — that is an unfounded lie 
spread by the immoral American 
media. In fact, we even toured 
with him for a while until he 
went into self-imposed exile. It 
was simply a case of artistic dif- 
ferences — he said he couldn’t 
do the Def Leppard thing.” 

Sometimes this loathing has 
unexpected consequences.

Come to a different cabaret

iF there’s a problem with the 
musical Cabaret, it’s that the cabaret 
part is all in your head and not on 
your lips. 

Of course, the Citadel’s enthusi- 
astically received production suc- 
ceeded in part precisely because it 
evoked the atmosphere of a Berlin 
nightclub so convincingly.But 
some of you, duly persuaded, 
might have fancied a little some- 
thing wet and refreshing to make 
the experience doubly authentic. 

Well, you needn't be shy about 
ordering a beverage in the middle 
of Cocktails for Two Hundred, open- 
ing this week at the Jekyl and 
Hyde Pub. In fact, Image Theatre 
artistic director Robert Loucks 
wants you set aside your assump- 
tion that “theatre” means “formal.” 

This show’s intended audience is 
composed of “people who want to 
go out for an evening and relax 
and enjoy themselves. If they want 
to smoke, there’s a smoking area. 
They can order something to eat, 
they can order a drink, they can 
visit.” Patrons can arrive an hour 
early and stay as late as they'd like.

Another 
was immersing myself in Bill 
Wyman’s exhaustive history of 
the music titled Blues Odyssey, 
while Charles Shaar Murray’s 
biography of John Lee Hooker, 
titled Boogie Man, was also a 
detailed and insightful read. Little 
did we know that the last chapter 
of John Lee’s life was being writ- 
ten in 2001. 

On the disc front there were 
some fine compilations including 
one from Irma Thomas titled If 
You Want It, Come and Get It on 
Rounder Heritage. True North 
Records issued a couple of good 
ones including the Mississippi 
John Hurt set Revisited and Albert 
King’s Guitar Man. Two of the bet- 
ter re-issues were Mississippi Delta 
Bluesman from Honeyboy 
Edwards and the classic Muddy 
Waters at Newport:1960. To round 
it all out, four of my favorite 
releases of new material were 
Jimmie Vaughan’s Do You Get The 
Blues?, Chris Thomas King’s The 
Legend of Tommy Johnson, 51 
Phantom from the North 
Mississippi All-stars and the 
unexpected surprise of the year, 
the blues-dipped Heretics and 
Privateers from Steppenwolf’s 
John Kay.

Disney ‘classic’ gets IMAXed

A. Beauty and the Beast. A tale as 
old as time, and by that I mean it 
originally came out in 1991. 

Today, in 2002, we know Disney 
animation as a grinding exercise 
in exhausted formula filmmaking 
characterized by sappy musical 
numbers and peppily annoying 
secondary characters. Pocahontas, 
The Hunchback of Notre Dame, 
Hercules, Mulan... each one an 
increasingly desperate attempt to 
squeeze something living out of a 
once-vital movie playbook. 

In fact, these days the formula is 
so tired they’ve even taken to fid- 
dling with it by removing the 
songs; witness last year’s Dinosaur. 
And then, of course, there was this 
year’s big Disney animated movie. 
Anybody recall what that was? 
Anybody at all? Does Atlantis ring 
any bells? I thought not. 

In fact, Disney seems to have 
almost given Up on their own in- 
house animated epics entirely and 
just handed the responsibility over 
to Pixar, who went on to make Toy 
Story, Toy Story 2, and Monsters 
Inc. 

But10 years ago, the Disney for- 
mula wasn’t even a formula yet, 
and their movies were good. In 
1990, after years of duds like 
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Beauty and the Beast 
Now showing

Oliver and Company, Disney roared 
back into theatres with The Little 
Mermaid, which just happened to 
be awesome. People sat up and 
took notice, and in 1991 Disney 
followed Mermaid up with Beauty 
and the Beast, which was good 
enough to get nominated for Best 
Picture. 

Well, it’s 2002, and Beauty and 
the Beast is back, and it’s on IMAX. 
For a big fancy-pants re-release, 
Disney hasn’t really gone in and 
monkeyed with success too much. 
With the exception of one new 
song, Human Again, it’s the same 


For instance, the music was by 
Howard Ashman and Alan 
Menken, the Broadway hitmakers 
responsible for Little Shop of ' 
Horrors, and they provide a good 
half-dozen snappy little songs, 
easy. And if you're going to have 
cutesy side characters, you might 
as well have them ina story with 
castle full of people who've been 
turned into all-too-animated inan 
imate objects.

P..: Ken Russell’s had a bad 
decade. The naughty boy of 
British cinema (if you discount 
Peter Greenaway, Derek Jarman, 
Alex Cox, and many other naugh- 
tier directors) hasn’t shocked any- 
one since he cast his wife in the 
title role in 1991’s Whore. In his 
day, Russell was the director of 
choice for sexually repressed anti- 
socialites — a major demographic 
in the days before PG-13, Now, all 
but forgotten outside of his home- 
land, Russell's major contribution 
to film history is twofold: he 
directed The Who’s Tommy; and 
he did Altered States.

ook no different than the dozens of others gathered here for a late-night dessert and coffee. 
One would have to be extremely observant — or very close — to realize that they're anything 
other than three middle-aged girlfriends out for a genteel evening. Dixie, Rachel and Brittany meet with 
me in a carefully chosen spot in one of the city’s most diverse neighbourhoods, making it unlikely that 
they would encounter any difficulty. This is a preliminary meeting; they want to check me out, deter- 
mine whether I'm trustworthy enough to to-be allowed to meet other members of Illusions Social Club. 
And they want to lay out the ground rules. ; 

“We prefer the term cross-dressers to transvestites,” says Dixie. “And we don’t use the term ‘drag’. 
That's something else entirely.” When they're dressed as women, they are women, and should be 
referred to as such. 

Another common misconception about cross-dressers is that they're gay. In fact, of the three there 
that night, one is gay, one happily married and the third quite happily divorced, but straight. 

Cross-dressing is one of the few taboos left in the world of human sexuality, considered by most of 
mainstream society as pathetic, tragic and unmanly. Those who aren't openly contemptuous often 
dismiss it as hilariously freakish. The compulsion to wear women's clothing has destroyed many a 
marriage because the wife can’t shake the fear that her husband is, at the very least, secretly bisexu- 
al, Further confusing the issue is the close association of cross-dressers with the gay community. 
“Cross-dressers end up in the gay community largely because it’s the only place where we're accept- 
ed without judgment,” explains Dixie. She estimates that 10 per cent of Illusions’ membership is gay, 
perfectly reflecting proportions in the greater population. 

And finally, the most important thing to remember: “Illusions is not a sex club. It’s a social club. 
Period.” F

NO ILLUSION 

At any time, there are up to 40 members 
of Illusions but usually only about a dozen 
can be expected at its monthly socials. 
Many, explains Dixie, simply are unable to 
get away and make every meeting. 

“Some of our members are so far in the 
closet they'll likely never come out,” she 
says. “Nobody knows that they’re cross- 
dressers, not even their families. You'd be 
surprised by the lengths they go to in order 
to conceal it. Some will stash their clothes 
in the wheel wells of their cars and stop 
somewhere to get changed.” 

Even those who are at ease with them- 
selves are very protective of their privacy. 
Shae, a tradesman by day, has staff to 
supervise and doesn’t think there’d be 
much respect for a cross-dressing foreman. 
On the other hand, she has no qualms 
about getting dolled up and heading out 
for a night on the town. That, in a nutshell, 
is the dichotomy of cross-dressing. 

Almost accidentally, Shae discovered her 
feminine side last year. A friend had given 
him a box of women’s clothing to give toa 
thrift store and suggested he go throug 


Now Shae dresses en femme about half 
the time, donning full makeup and wigs 
when she goes out. “I have no qualms 
about going out to the theatre and gay /Ies 
bian/bi/ transgendered events en femme, 
and I go shopping and out to dinner en 
femme more and more of these days. Those 
of my friends and family who need to 
know, do. Those who don't, it’s none of 
their business.” 

Shae’s girlfriend, Sophie (not her real 
name), really hasn’t given much thought "0 
her boyfriend's decision to get in tou 
with his feminine side. “I, myself, like to 
dress in things that aren’t necessarily con 
sidered ‘normal’. I like to wear leather. 
Nothing too severe, but some softcore 


stuff. 

As for Shae, she says, “It’s just one face! 
of a complex personality. For me, part of 
the fun is just watching him relaxing and 
having fun with it.”

Dixie has been out for years and 
routinely dresses up and goes out in 
public. She is rarely harassed or 
intimidated, partly because she 
knows where it’s safe to be and 
which areas of the city to avoid. 
“Once in a while some teenagers 
will spot me and they’Il start calling 
out. That's about it, though. I’ve 
never had a problem with any 
adults. If they recognize me, they 
might smile and pass on by, that’s 
all.” 

On any given day, Dixie says if 
you know how to spot them, as 
many as five or six cross-dressers 
are among the thousands of shop- 
pers at West Edmonton Mall. 

Marsha, on the other hand, has 
seen it all. But then, she refuses to be 
intimidated by misguided homo- 
phobes. A few years ago Marsha 
was accosted by three gay-bashers 
who tried to drag her into the back 
of a waiting van. 

“They were trying to pull off my 
clothes,” she recalls. “It was obvious 
they were trying to gang-rape me, 
but I got ahold of one of their base- 
ball bats and beat the shit out of all 
three of them. A bystander called 
the police, who showed up, knew 
right away what was going on and 
sent me on my way. They handled it 
from there.” 

Shae, who is equally fearless, 
prefers to talk her way out of awk- 
ward situations.

WILLING TO RISK 
THEIR LIVES 

Cross-dressing has been around 
as long as humans have used cloth- 
ing to separate the sexes. Joan of Arc 
fought a war dressed as a man, and 
after securing victory was burned at 
the stake for refusing to switch back 
to traditional female dress. There’s 
the story of Franklin Thompson, 
who joined the Union forces during 
the American Civil War. Prior to 
enlisting, Thompson was known as 
Sarah Emma Edmonds. In an article 
entitled The Transgender 
Phenomenon, Edmonton psychiatrist 
Lorne Warneke and Sandi Barsi, 

N, state that more than 134 North 


od of time when such behaviour 
would have been labelled as being 
homosexual and punishable by 
death by garroting, burning at the 
stake or beheading.” 

Spanish conquistador Vasco 
Nunez de Balboa was so outraged 
when he discovered Native 
American tolerance of cross- 
dressers that he launched a ruthless 
campaign to exterminate those he 
called “berdache.” 

Given the vicious hostility to 
cross-dressing, why would anyone 
risk humiliation, ostracism, torture 
and even death just so they could 
dress up like someone of the oppo- 
site sex? Few Illusions members can 
explain why they do it, saying only 
that if they suppress the desire, 
they’re miserable, frustrated and 
feel like they're denying their true 
selves. They’ve stopped asking why 
or how. It just is. 

Warneke divides cross-dressers 
into four distinct categories: 

@ Opportunistic: Performers who 
dress simply for effect, such as 
Dame Edna Everidge, Milton Berle 
or Robin Williams in Mrs, Doubtfire. 
For them, it’s just part of the act. 

@ Drag Queens: A small percentage 
of gay men dress up as caricatures 
of women. 

@ Transgenders: A tiny percentage 
of the population (some estimates 
say one in 37,000 men and one in 
100,000 women) is born with the 
gender identity of the opposite sex. 
More than just wanting to switch 
sexes, they already believe they are 
the opposite sex. They aren’t cross- 
dressing but rather are expressing 
their true gender. 

@ Transvestites: For these individu- 
als, cross-dressing is a sexual fetish 
and they have no desire to alter their 
physiology. While some members 
of Illusions say there is little or noth- 


’ “ing directly sexual about wanting to 


dress up as women, Warneke says 
most cross-dressing by straight men 
is done initially because it’s arous- 
ing. Whether or not the act of cross- 
dressing is sexual, it’s rooted in sex. 
One long-time member of Illusions 
said while there was initially a sexu- 
al thrill in cross-dressing and going 
out in public, that physical rush had 
long-since mellowed. ; 


LEADING THE WAY 
Ina way, it’s ironic that cross- 
dressing remains in the shadows of 
society while the gay and lesbian 
communities enjoy increasing 
acceptance. After all, historians 
credit cross-dressers with the birth

What is lacking in your opinion is 
the very important alternative solu- 
tions to easing the pressures prosti- 
fution puts on communities. You 
certainly made no effort to contact 
the community itself about the ini- 
fiative and by the way you describe 
the potential for error by the police 
itis also painfully obvious you 
made no attempts to hear their per- 

ctive and allow them opportuni- 
fy to explain how what is formally 
falled Operation Impact works. 

Neighbourhoods in North 
Central Edmonton have been orga- 

izing for some time now to deal 
yith prostitution and the impacts it 
as on the lives of the residents liv- 


ing here and one very proactive 
way of doing this is to target the 
men who come into our neighbour- 
hoods looking for sex. If you had 
taken the time to talk to the neigh- 
bourhood organization and th 
community officer involved in 
program you may have gained 
understanding beyond the weak 
effort you made to editorialize 
something that is much more 
important and successful to the 
neighbourhoods wrought with 
prostitution than you can even 
imagine from your cozy south side 
perch. 

In any action we take there are 
slivers of risk. But having worked 
close to the problem of prostitution 
I can assure you that the “myriad 
possibilities for erroneously ruining 
people’s lives” are far less substan- 
tial than you imply. Operation 
Impact as a whole is designed as a 
CheckStop program to increase 
police presence in the neighbour- 
hood and to take a closer look at the 
motorists. It is supported by the 
traffic and vice units which can eas- 
ily identify johns who are cruising 
for sex and the traffic unit in partic- 
ular can nail a john with every traf- 
fic violation under the sun. Johns 
are obviously very bad drivers, 
with their eyes not on the road but 
on the side of the road.

The gist of Robertson's piece 
revolves around the age factor 
with members of the rock and roll 
press. The question presented asks 
whether or not aging critics viably 
examine and relate to the music 
being made by bands and artists 
whom they are a generation or 
two removed from. 

Arguments favouring both sides 
of the debate are presented while 
the track records, continued pas- 
sion and high standards of highly 
respected writers such as Robert 
Christgau of the Village Voice are 
trotted out as evidence that age is 
not necessarily a factor when it 
comes to the critical assessment of 
today’s new pop and rock music. 
As thoroughly enjoyable a read as 
the piece is, a major point seem- 
ingly escapes everyone embroiled 
in the debate. 

Who the hell ever said that it 
was a prerequisite, or that there 
was any truth to the notion, that 
young music journalists of any 
generation have to relate to or care 
about all the various forms of con- 
temporary music being made by 
the bands and artists of their peer 
group? 

Sure it’s hard to swallow when 
someone my age insists they can 
really relate to Nine Inch Nails. By 
the same token, 25 years ago I 
couldn’t relate to or appreciate the 
music of the day being made by 
Uriah Heap, Chicago, Trooper, 
Terry Jacks, Dr. Hook or any num- 
ber of other acts, and that’s never 
changed. 

I liked The Byrds in 1970 and 30 
years later I sure don’t feel out of 
place catching a Sadies or Old 
Reliable show with a crowd large- 
ly half my age. Last year I saw a 
great example of music transcend- 





















ing generations while attending a 
David Grisman Quintet concert in 
Montana. | presumed the majority 
of the crowd would be over 40, 
and surprise, 80 percent of the 
1,400 patrons were 25 and under. 

If nothing else, the piece made 
this observer grateful that many of 
the acts I was introduced to way 
back when are still vital and cre- 
ative forces who have influenced 
the generations coming up the 
ranks. 

When it all gets broken down, 
one wins over readers by giving 
artists platforms to express them- 
selves in conversation or by open- 
ing those doors that are rarely 
opened and that is what the bulk 
of the articles in Best Music 
Writing 2001 do so well.

P diction pieces, particularly 
those regarding the music 
industry, can be a sorry lot. 
Trying to foresee where this 
high-tech, artistic industry is 
headed can be akin to aiming at 
a moving target. One can either 
predict the obvious, reiterate 
current trends in the form of a 
prediction, make short-term pre- 
determined predictions based on 
insider information, or just take 
some shots in the dark. 

It remains, however, a whole 
lot of fun to forecast. First, gath- 
er that insider info to dissect. 
Music, both recorded and live, 
experienced a drop in sales from 
the year before. In North 
America, sales of recorded 
music dropped five per cent — 
fairly straightforward. Live, the 
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top 100 tours of 2001 experi- 
enced a seven per cent drop-off 
in ticket sales. Yet tours still 
made more money than the pre- 
vious year because the cost of 
tickets, on average, rose three 
dollars. 

September 11 was responsible 
for some serious shifts and 
changes, but a descent had 
begun prior to the ill-fated date. 
How much impact did the 
tragedy have? What are other 
factors? Is Internet downloading 
as huge an issue as perceived? 
Did the entertainment dollar 
finally max out as artists such as 
Barbra Streisand, Elton John, 
Billy Joel and Michael Jackson 
pushed us into the $250-per- 
ticket range? Will blame be 
placed on the Net, piracy, a cau- 
tious social climate since 9-11, 
gloomy economic reports, or on 
the industry’s manufacturing 
everything from bands’ studio 
sounds to contriving bands from 
cattle calls to faking genres like 
nu-metal? 

Perhaps it will all come to a 
bursting head, a la the 1976 
Paddy Chayefsky-scripted film 
Network, which satirized the 
lurid depths of television with 
the famous line, “We're mad as 
hell and we’re not going to take 
it anymore.” Envision legions of 
punters, pushed to the edge by 
inflated ticket-pricing, scream- 
ing the now-celebrated line, then 
simply closing their wallets and 
staying home and reading. 

Major labels claim they don’t 
make enough money, while 
artists insist they’re being 
ripped off. Labels are already in 
a period of transition, shedding 
staff to refocus on their core 
competencies of A&R and mar- 
keting, while CD piracy remains 


the recording industry’s main 
concern right now. 
So let’s say here’s a sample 


prediction: the industry will 
finally wake up to the potential 
of music on the Net and allow 
monthly subscriptions of music 
online for the first time, BUT 
these distribution models will 
not catch on in 2002, THEN will 
cost the record companies bil- 
lions of dollars to operate, AND

Time to puta little X or XP in your life?

F.. many, the holy war has 
transmogrified into an unholy 
bore. 

Pockets of resistance remain, of 
course, but even the hint of a 
debate about the relative merits of 
the Apple and Microsoft operat- 
ing systems is enough to set eyes 
rolling. (I'll confess to being an 
Apple fan of long standing, but 
I've long since stashed my 
Windows-bashing cudgel.) 

Both companies, however, have 
recently taken their system soft- 
ware, which directs traffic on 
Macintoshes and PCs, in more-or- 
less revolutionary directions. 
Apple has completely revamped 
its offering in the form of OS X; 
Microsoft has gathered its various 
streams together in Windows XP. 


greater flexibility for PC users, 
partly because Microsoft has been 
able to bring together two soft- 
ware streams, says Scott. “They 
had their business stream, which 
was Windows NT and Windows 
2000, and then they had the con- 
sumer stream, which was 
Windows 95 and then Windows 
ME. Going back years, Microsoft 
always said it was their plan to 
merge these two streams. The rea- 
son that they haven't been able to 
do that until now has been mostly 
games and peripherals. They 
found that NT and 2000 didn’t 
support games all that well.” 
(Scott notes that it’s principally 
games that are driving the com- 
puter industry. “People buying 
games are the ones who push the 
hardware right now. For business 
applications, a three-year-old

All of which leads to the dread- 
ed question: “Do I need to 
upgrade to the newest system 
software?” 

Martin Scott started his comput- 
ing life as a Mac person. The Help 
Desk Team Lead for Computing 
and Network Services at the 
University of Alberta later became 
a PC person “out of self-preserva- 
tion,” but now has both types of 
machine on his desk. 

He says OS X and Windows XP 
share some traits. Interface 
changes in both are going to leave 
longtime users scratching their 
heads for at least a little while. 
(“Where did they put the thing 
that does that thing?”) And 
they’re both going to require that 
you up the hardware ante. 

So why bother? 

Well, the introduction of 
Windows XP is going to mean

computer works. There’s nothing 
new that you really must have, 
unless you're running huge data- 
bases or number crunching. For 
normal business applications, not 
much has changed.”) 

So, consumers benefit from the 
introduction of Windows XP, 
Scott says, “because the operating 
system is more stable. It doesn’t 
crash as much. It’s more protected 
from the games.” There’s also 
support for a broader range of 
peripherals, says Scott, particular- 
ly those that use the USB or 
Firewire connection protocols — a 
boon to those interested in digital 
video. for example. 

On the Macintosh side, change 
has been broader. Both the user 
interface and the guts of the soft- 
ware have been rebuilt. The oper- 
ating system is now based on 
UNIX, the native language of the 


Internet. But for most Mac users 
OS X’s most important feature 
may be stability. “You hardly get 
any crashes,” says Scott. Having 
UNIX as a foundation means tha 
Mac users can call up a command 
line at any time and kill a progray 
without bringing down the who| 
machine. 

But before you upgrade, Scott 
says you should consider two 
things. “The Mac people I know 
say ‘Everyone should be using it 
My feeling is that you need to 
look at the applications that 
you're running. The biggest com 
plaint that I’m seeing right now i 
the Adobe applications; they 
haven't been transferred over to 
OS X.” This is a problem, since 
Adobe is predominant in the 
graphics field, one of the Mac’s 
strong suits. “So for graphic 
designers, people who are run- 
ning Photoshop every day all d 
certainly now isn’t the time to 
switch.” 

Apple has considered users \ 
have made a sizable investment 
software, allowing them to run 
older applications on machines 
running OS X, but Scott says it 
take as long as a couple of min 
utes for the operating environ- 
ment to get started. 

Then there’s the most dreade: 
question of all. “Which comput 
should I buy if I’m starting out? 

For the already wired, the 
choice of platform has likely nov 
been etched into silicon. But thos: 
who now want to start their 
eLives have to make a choice of 
operating system. While many 
variables need to be considered 
Scott advises those newbies ask 
one question: Who you gonna 
call? 

“Who's going to be helping you 
if you run into trouble? If they’ re 
all PC people [does it make sense 
if] you go out and buy a Mac? Or 
if you're in industrial design and 
and everyone's using Macs, why 
would you go and buy a PC?” 

He says that the ease-of-use 
issues used to sway people 
toward the Mac. “The Mac is now 
more complex than it used to be,” 
he says, although he suggests that 
just means that both systems are 
now relatively easy to use.

Red Buffalo Sky Dive is a six-sec- 
ond rotoscoped animated loop of a 
buffalo running, with a seemingly 
unrelated voiceover of a woman 
telling an anecdote about a guy she 
meets hitchhiking. This guy's a 
paraplegic, he got shot and lost the 
use of his legs. Turns out he’s 
developed a taste for sky diving, 
despite the fact that he keeps break- 
ing bones doing it. The narrator 

laughs, pauses for technical feed- 
back, all the while the buffalo gal- 
lops along. 

The effect is a kind of tilted 
humour, the juxtaposition of this 
tenacious wheelchair skydiver and 
the big, lumbering animal.

Norris had been 
painting buffalo, but she decided to 
animate a short clip of the video 
footage she had of the animal. 
Every frame was drawn individu- 
ally, meaning well over 100 buffalo 
were drawn for the film. When it

Born in Edmonton, Maines went 
into nursing straight out of high 
school. At 30, she decided to pur- 
sue a Bachelor's degree in Fine 
Arts full-time while working part- 
time as a registered nurse. She dis- 
covered that she enjoyed working 
with wood and steel, and decided 
to do a Master's in Sculpture. The 
University Hospital was support- 
ive, allowing her to retain her 
position for the two years of her 
program and work one or two 
shifts a month. 

The name Metal Health obvious- 
ly refers to her choice of materials. 
But Maines says her experience as 
a surgical nurse has crept into this 
work as well. The things she has 
seen working at the hospital are 
difficult to ignore. “Over the 
years, what you get exposed to... 
plays with your mind.” Hence the 
titles she has chosen for several of 
her sculptures, including Uvulaaah 
and Slipped Disc. 

“It’s possible that I have an 
affinity for metal... [from working 
in operating rooms and] being 
surrounded by instruments, 
instrument pans and metal tables. 
I love working with it and manip- 
ulating it.” Maines’ favorite way 
of working with metal is to 
arrange found items together, a 
technique evident in this exhibi- 
tion.

Taking it back 


Organizer defends targeting of johns

UA. here,” Michael Walters 
Bays with the quiet weariness of 
q veteran tour guide, “is where 
they often take their johns.” 

We're heading down the alley 
that runs alon the southern

A row of 
modest houses, many of which 
have windows looking directly 
down into the alley, line its

noon on a mild January day. No

Sparsely planted bushes and 
frees in the alley. Nor are there 
‘any signs of activity from the 
previous night; no condoms, 
needles or other detritus litter 
the ground. 
This, Walters says, is because 
Operation Impact is working. 
The Edmonton Police Service 
js in the middle of month-long 
$ustained campaign to drive 
street prostitutes and their cus- 
mers out of Boyle-McCauley 
ind Norwood.

Clients are 
Being cited for traffic violations, 
Motor Vehicle Act violations 
and even, when possible, the 
iminal Code. They’ve even 
ireatened to record the licence 
lates of vehicles pulled over 
ear hookers, and then send a 


Dear john” letter to the home of 


the registered owner. So far 150 
ickets and charges have been 
anded out. 

When SEE Magazine published 
h article critical of the letter 
paign, Walters, one of the 
tchitects of Operation Impact, 
sponded with a stinging letter 
the editor. “I guess it’s more 
le rage than I thought for the 


activist middle class to be trum- 
peting so-called ‘civil liberties’ 
with a trumped-up fear of a 
police state,” Walters wrote. 
Walters also offered to give 
SEE Magazine a tour of the 
neighbourhoods affected by the 
sex trade, which cover a surpris- 
ing amount of ground. We’re at 
124 Avenue and about 100 
Street, about 20 blocks away 
from the epicentre of the activi- 
ty. While there’s no question the 
hardest-hit areas are south of

Alberta Avenue, the problem 
reaches well beyond the area 
known to well-to-do suburban- 
ites as the rough part of town. 

“Things have been slowly get- 
ting better over the last year or 
two,” Walters says, “The com- 
munities have been pulling 
together.” 

Walters, who was editor of 
Our Voice magazine before 
becoming community organizer 
for the Community Action 
Project, isn’t your typical right- 


wing law-and-order zealot. 
When he worked for Our Voice, 
he routinely railed against the 
middle class, whom he consid 
ered blissfully ignorant pawns 
of the corporate elite. 

Nowadays, Walters doesn’t 
think things fit so tidily into ide- 
ological packages. He lives in 
McCauley and knows first-hand 
how soul-killing the sex trade 
can be for neig irhoods. He's 
sat on his porch, seething, as 
johns endlessly circled his block, 
trolling for action. He refuses to 
employ the jargon of liberal do- 
gooders, blaming society for his 
neighbourhood’s ills and assum- 
ing that if everyone could get 
together for a big group hug, it 
would all work out. 

Operation Impact, he says, is 
pragmatic. “The community has 
learned to be strategic in their 
actions, from fighting this thing 
over the years.” 

As a CAP organizer, Walters 
was charged with uniting resi- 
dents to pressure police into 
action. When the police and 
community got together to go 
over solutions, several were 
debated, from arresting the 
prostitutes themselves to demol- 
ishing derelict houses. 

Johns, Walters explains, “were 
the one subject everybody was 
clear on. If they weren’t here, 
the prostitutes would leave, 
too.” 

Nobody in the neighbourhood 
is deluded into thinking 


Operation Impact is a solution 
to the social ill of prostitution.

imply a war for territo- 
ry. They want their neighbour- 
hood back. Period.

Music biz insiders check the crystal ball 


A, promised, part two of 
2002 predictions from local 
music biz movers and shakers 
who play Nostradamus for us 
on the state of the industry in 
the year to come: 

Entertainment and promo- 
tions manager of the Rev 
Cabaret Brent Oliver says, “I 
think the music of 2002 will 
take the musical trends of the 
last few years even farther. 
I've really noticed this idea of 
post-modernism in indepen- 
dent music wherein every- 
body figures everything’s 
been done before: so they just 
keep doing it- — putting 
their own twist on time hon- 
oured traditions. Rock bands 
like Les Tabernacles and The 
Cleats sounding more like 
1977 than ‘97 for example. 
Also, I’m always intrigued 
with the fusion of styles like 
DJs and bands working 
together. 

“Finally, I think 2002 will 
see the extremes in indie 
bands in the coming months. 
For a long time bands have 
been getting bigger; bands are 
starting to get smaller. With 
impressive songwriting of 
duos like the White Stripes, 
Immortal Lee County Killers 

and locals Whit¢y Houston, 
bands now know that you 
don’t have to have 13 people 
on stage to be good.” 

Andrew White currently 
books the Sidetrack and road 
manages Treble Charger. He 
carps, “What does music have 
in store for us in 2002? More 
bubblegum, great bands dis- 
appearing up their asses 
musically, more lame-ass 
‘dance’ music, and The 
Strokes...crap, crap, crap... 
same as last year. At the very 
least, most of the ‘girls with 
guitars’ that play songs fea- 
turing lyrics from the pages 
of their diaries have had their 
15 minutes. [ think that if 
radio continues to inundate 
us with classic rock that it 
will lead to an even stronger 
future for our local scene... 
featuring cutting-edge ideas 
and music, in rebellion 
against the same old songs 
year in and year out.”

John Armstrong, who annual- 
ly produces The Christmas 
Carol Project and The 
Sasquatch Festival says, “I 
think that 2002 will see all 
kinds of artists searching for 
new ways to increase global 
understanding. The cross-cul- 
tural pollination in music will 
continue and we will begin to 
hear more music from Asia. 
Canadian artists will begin to 
experiment more with world 
music influences. Music 
Festivals will begin to bring 
in more acts from Asia and 
the Middle East. 

“Three new music venues 
will open and three music 
venues will close. Local acts 
will continue to be un-appre- 
ciated by commercial radio. 
CKUA, CBC & CJSR will con- 
tinue to rule as the finest pur- 
veyors of all kinds of music. 
More music consumers will 
start to realize that shopping 
at independent stores and 
supporting local bands is 
really the way to go — OK, 
now I'm wishing...” 

Gerry Stoll, Entertainment 
God of the Skyreach Centre 
states, “If you read the 
Journal story a week ago 
Sunday on ‘Cheaper tickets, 
tighter security in concerts,’ 
I'm going along with [CAA 
agent] Rob Light’s predic- 
tions, that there will be shows 
with more packaging ideas 
with several acts on the bill, 
that tickets will be both 
expensive for many concerts 
— the major names — and 
more reasonable prices from 
cost sensitive artists. 

“Yes, more artists are talk- 
ing about security, with more 
complete entrance pat-downs, 
anyone acting inappropriate- 
ly will be ejected from the 
event, safety is more impor- - 
tant than ever before. 

“The other and most major 
factor in concerts is the 
U.S./Canada exchange rate as 
most performers will be paid 
in- US-dollars, now costin 
$1.60 Canadian! A $100,000 
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act in US, is now $160,000 
Canadian and this is why we 
are seeing tickets over $100... 
Why are tickets going up so 
drastically just in the last 
while? Scalpers! The promot- 
ers and artists know what the 
scalpers are getting for some 
of the good seats; they ask 
why should the scalper make 
more money than us without 
any risk? Now more and 
more we have gold circles 
and up to four price levels. 
Here’s to a great 2002!” 

Ron Harwood, local 
Universal rep, gives us the 
411 from that label. “It will be 
a good year for Canadian acts 
to tour in Canada. Why? 
Because with a weak 
Canadian dollar and U.S. acts 
afraid to leave the U.S. we 
will likely see less American 
acts willing to tour the Great 
White North. Therefore, 
Canadian acts will have the 
concert halls and bars all to 
themselves. 

“ I’m not really stepping out 
too far in this prediction—just 
check out the sold out concert 
dates for Nickelback and 
Default... We are expecting a 
new album from the 
Tragically Hip this spring and 
you can bet that they will tour 
across Canada this year. 

“My other fearless predic- 
tions for 2002... the death of 
rap metal, or at least the start 
of a trend away from it, and 
the rise and return of ‘real’ 
country music. 

Al Chapman, Music and 
Sound Recording Consultant 
for the Arts Development 
Branch and the Alberta 
Foundation for the Arts, is 
doing his own predicting, 
grants wise, for the provincial 
music community. Chapman 
is currently on tour, will be 
presenting grant workshops 
across the province. 

“These workshops will pro- 
vide information on what 
grants are available through 
the Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts, and assistance will 
provided on how to put 
applications together,” he 
says. The next deadline for 
project grants is February 15, 
2002. There is no charge for 
the session, held at 7 p.m: on 
Jan. 21 at the Atco Gas Inn in 
Northlands Park, on the 
south end of the grounds by 
the Racetrack and across 
from the Silver Slipper.

T. Canadian fans of opera, the 
name Ben Heppner evokes feel- 
ings of national pride. This unpre- 
ossessing, humble and excep- 
tionally talented tenor (lacking the 
prima donna attitude of far too 
many of his professional col- 
leagues) has been hailed as the 
greatest living tenor in the world 
today. And that is no small 
achievement. 

Heppner openly eschews the 
rima donna attitude which is so 
revalent in the operatic world 

today. “We performers owe our 
living to the public. It seems to be 
kind of shooting yourself in the 
foot by treating them with any 
disdain. My theory is that in any 
crowd there is probably two or 
three people who have equal abili- 
ty, vocally. I can’t possibly hold 
myself apart from these people. I 
was given some breaks that 
“maybe they didn’t have. I might 
have had a little more courage 
and taken that extra step [to 
become a singer] whereas they 
might have thought it a risky 
thing to do. Vocal ability is not 
just limited to me and two or 
three others.” 

Although he has performed in 
our fair city in the past, he has yet 
to sing a lead role with Edmonton 
Opera or perform in the glorious 
acoustics of the Francis Winspear 
Centre for Music. While the first 
goal continues to elude him, he 
ill finally be gracing the stage of 
the Winspear Centre next 

ednesday evening in a special 
benefit concert for the Alberta 
Lung Association. Supporting his 
Thusical offering will be the 
Edmonton Youth Orchestra under 
the direction of Michael Massey. 

Heppner’s programme with the 
EYO will include Six Folk Songs by 
Benjamin Britten, three songs 
from Les Nuits d’été by Hector 
Berlioz and Lieder, Op. 27 by 
























Richard Strauss. Following the 
intermission, which will feature 
the EYO in music by Mozart, 
Mascagni and Verdi, “I am doing 
five pieces that are from a disc 
that I have that is called My Secret 
Heart. I have orchestral arrange- 
ments so I'll do them with them 
[the EYO]. I wouldn’t call them 
pop; it’s not Ben Heppner Sings 
Sting or anything like that. They 
are songs of the stage and silver 


screen ranging from Student Prince 
and Roses of Picardy to Be M y Love. 


They are really parlour songs.” 

Ben Heppner’s recital with the 
Edmonton Youth Orchestra will 
take place at the Winspear Centre 
on Wednesday, January 23 at 8 
p-m.

Shadow revisits Belke play 10 years on

esurrecting the resurrection, 

that's exactly how it feels!” says 
David Belke of the reproduction 
of one of his greatest successes: 
The Reluctant Resurrection of 
Sherlock Holmes, a story about “liv- 
ing with a creature you despise.” 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle was 
trapped in a world of his own 
making.

1992 Edmonton Fringe Festival to 
sold-out houses. The play was 
held over for 14 days (and 
remounted at the Orlando Fringe 
that same year); cementing both 
Belke’s and Shadow Theatre’s rep- 
utations in Edmonton’s theatre 
community. 

It has been a decade since The 
Reluctant Resurrection of Sherlock 
Holmes has graced an Edmonton 
stage. “Ten years was more of a 
shocking discovery than an excuse 
to remount it,” says Belke. 
“Frankly, people oe been asking 
for it and this is the year it just felt 
right.” 

Three of the original cast mem- 
bers — Glenn Nelson, Coralie 
Cairns, and Douglas Tokaryk — 
are in the current production. “It’s 
like going through your attic, 
finding things and thinking: ‘I 
remember this!’” says Nelson, 
who plays Doyle. “It’s one of my 
favourite Belke plays. It’s like an 
old friend.” Nelson finds the pro-

duction is still “fresh” and fun to 
perform.

Expanding yucks 


Festival expands definition of comedy

Pamela Anthony laughs. “It 
seemed like a natural thing to do.” 

She’s explaining how she 
became co-founder and producer 
of Edmonton's annual Comedy 
Arts Festival after a conversation 
with co-founder David Cheoros at 
a local café that resulted in a 
handshake. “The first year, we 
were so well received it was 
ridiculous,” says Anthony, adding 
that the festival has been so suc- 
cessful its run has “snowballed” 
from four days to ten. 

Anthony describes the unique 
event as “a multi-disciplinary arts 
festival with an emphasis on com- 
edy.” It includes content often 
ignored in ene bars or on tele- 
vision. Anthony thinks Edmonton 
is a fitting host city for the event. 
“Jt reflects Edmonton as a multi- 
disciplinary arts town. I’m defi- 
nitely an Edmonton booster — I 
should run for mayor.” 

She’s got enough management 
experience. In addition to review- 
ing dance and theatre for local 
magazines, newspapers and radio, 
Anthony has produced several 
local theatre and comedy events. 
Now she has piloted the comedy 
festival into a showcase attended 
by over 4,000 people last year and 
seen on national television by 
500,000 Canadians the year before. 

The 2002 festival welcomes its 
first American performer, Susan 
Jeremy, as well as Spymonkey, a 
group with pan-European roots 
that Anthony discovered in the 
United Kingdom earning rave 
reviews. “Edmonton doesn’t get 
to see nearly enough of the con- 
temporary physical comedy that’s 
coming out of Europe right now.... 
There’s a lot of really interesting 
dark comedy going on.” 
Spymonkey in particular draws 
on the circus background of two 
of its members, yet deals with 
matters of death and funeral par- 
lors. “It’s camp, yet sophisticated. 
That's what I look for.... some- 
thing that’s totally smart, and 
totally funny.” 

The Comedy Arts Festival also 
features a significant contingent of 
Canadian talent, “the funniest 
people in the world,” says 
Anthony. Originally from the 
Maritimes, she points out two of 
this year’s acts as examples of 
regional tastes. Atlantic humour 
like that of veteran performer 
Andy Jones is “raw, unbounded, 
cynical, and passionate,” whereas 
Prairie acts, like Three Dead Trolls 
in a Baggie (the original lineup ~ 
reunites for this event) exhibit a 
sense of “Western irony, alien- 
ation, and an entrepreneurial 
assertiveness.” 

“I see every single show. I 
wouldn’t miss one,” Anthon:

If McQuaig hoped to pique 
her readers’ interest in the 
seemingly deep minds of the 
thinkers that she references, 
with a reverence akin to a 
Hollywood sycophant talking 
about a post-Oscar party 
dress, she is largely successful. 
This reviewer has certainly 
added Karl Polanyi to his 
must-read list. 

But ultimately, too much of 
All You Can Eat is preaching to 
the converted, and much of 
this is due to McQuaig’s irri- 
tating tendency to base argu- 
ments on.unsubstantiated 
claims that she makes in earli- 
er chapters. 

For example, she disputes 
the frequent drug company 
rationalization of high drug 
price — that the huge research 
costs need to be absorbed 
somewheré==by tlaiming 
that “critics charge that the 
industry routinely inflates the 
cost of its. research to many 
times what it actually spends.” 
Who these critics are and 
where they get their informa- 
tion is not mentioned even in 
the scant endnotes. Then, in 
the next chapter, McQuaig has 
the audacity to'say, “As we've 
seen, however, claims about 
research costs are often exag- 
gerated.” 

Frankly, I don’t doubt that 
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d rug companies do fancy Toot 
work with their accounting 
Every large company that I’ ve 
ever worked for does. And if 
this were a book about making 
the perfect soufflé, I don’t 
think I’d care about her shal- 
low rhetoric. Unfortunately 
her lack of substantiation dis- 
tracts from some dynamite 
observations on the role that 
capitalism and the market 
should play in modern society. 
This is a book that needs to be 
solid and persuasive. 

It’s aggravating, and only 
because some of her ideas are 
so intriguing. The thrust of her 
argument is that while the 
economy used to be a subset 
of society, free market enthusi- 
asts and the globalization 
movement seek to invert this, 
making society slave to the 
whims of the market. She is, 
oceassionally, extremely con 
vincing. 

This book made me take a 
look at my own attitudes 
about the place economics 
should have in our lives. It’s 
unfortunate that McQuaig has 
given the people who could 
really benefit from a different 
perspective on our consumer 
lives every tool they need to 
dismiss her. I get the impres- 
sion that if you're inclined to 
read this book, maybe you

Marathon training can be as good for 
your mind as it is for your body 


S. you're ina relationship slump, your career’s going nowhere fast 
and you can’t see where you'll be in five years. Relax, everyone goes 
through those periods. Sometimes all you need to pull your life out of 
the ditch is to set a goal and work for it. And what better goal to set in 
2002 than to run a marathon? 

Stop laughing. We're serious. Even if you’ve never run more than a 
mile in your life, have spent the Jast four years on a steady diet of mac and 
cheese and have the physique of bread dough, you can be ready to runa 
marathon in as little as 20 weeks. 

It wasn’t that long ago that running a marathon was considered the pin- 
nacle of athletic achievement. Only those blessed with the right genetics, an 
obsessive personality and an iron will had a hope of running 26.2 miles and 
surviving.

They harass women walk- 
ing, women waiting for buses, 
women sitting on porches, 
women shopping, and more often 
than we know, they rape or kill 
one of the women working the 
street. If you have the opportunity 
to attend a community forum on 
the effects-of street prostitution, 
please go. You will hear from peo- 
ple whose lives are consumed try- 
ing to keep their families safe and 
their businesses open. When we 
started a group to deal with the 
whole issue of prostitution, we 
conservatively estimated that over 
10,000 Edmontonians were 
impacted daily by the activity. 
Several thousand more were occa- 
sionally exposed. 
Neighbourhoods like Norwood 
and McCauley are only two of 
several in Edmonton that cannot 
realize their potential because 
street prostitution drives away 
families, seniors and for the busi- 
nesses, their customers. What a 
waste! These are beautiful com- 
munities that could help solve the 
problems of affordable housing 
and urban sprawl by providing 
homes for people of mixed 
incomes - people who would like 
to live near the amenities that core

end with the business and resi- 
dential communities. The demand 
that johns place on a community 
results in preda tors searching out 
vulnerable children to recruit for 
the trade. The average age for a 
new recruit is 16. The average life 
span on the street is 7 years. 
Prostitution is not a career choice 
nor a vocation. It is often the way 
to pay for drugs, to keep y ourself 
from being beaten by a pimp or to 
feed your children. Our society 
churns out hundreds of vulnerable 
people for this lifestyle of abuse 
and slavery. Although there is a 
disproportionate number of abo- 
riginal women and children on the 
streets, there are vulnerable peo- 
ple at every socio-economic level 
What we must never do is deny 
the real victims of this activity. It is 
so much easier to turn away from 
the complexities of this issue and 
excuse the johns with platitudes 
like “men have needs”, “this is a 
victimless crime” or worst of all 
“this is the world’s oldest profes- 
sion. We will never get rid of it.” 
Well, we know that people’s 
“needs” are never an excuse for 
damaging other people's lives, 
that there are many victims, and 
that we do not give up on other 
long standing “professions” such 
as murder and robbery, so why 
are we so reluctant to give up our 
myths about prostitution?

Shows like Everything To Do With Sex 
are no longer a dirty little secret 


“WHATEVER MAKES YOU FEEL SEXY, WHATEVER 
makes you feel sensual, whatever turns you on,” is 
what Peter Kiddell hopes Everything To Do With Sex 
will deliver to Edmontonians. The event touts itself as 
a trade show offering a libido-fortifying selection of 
sexual products that will have a “positive impact on 
your relationships.” 

Three years ago, Toronto businessman Zeev 
Landesberg created the Everything To Do With Sex 
show. With 20 years experience in marketing, 
Landesberg suspected that a trade show dedicated 
solely to things bedroom might find an opening. “The 
basic marketing approach is not that different,” he 
says, “whether you're selling heavy equipment or lin- 
gerie.” His idea was not that novel: trade shows 
devoted to sex had been around for at least a decade. 
However, they usually catered to a ‘niche’ audience 
interested in a specialized aspect of sex. Landesberg 
wanted to tap into the mainstream. His aim: to make 
things “available to people in a comfortable atmos- 
phere so they can come out and experience things 
they never have,” explains Peter Kiddell, the show’s 
organizer for western Canada. It turns out that 
Landesberg’s hunch was right. The Toronto show 
attracted 50,000 people in its first year, 65,000 the 
next. 

According to Kiddell, most of those who attended 
were couples in their mid-thirties or older. Over 50 
percent were married, possibly to each other. Sixty 
percent had never been inside an adult store, “They 
were there to shop, they were there to learn, they 
were there to watch,” says Kiddell, who confesses 
that he had some learning to do. “To be very frank I 
had never been in [an adult store] before I got 
involved with the show. My wife had,” he admits. 

The show organizers emphasize its “good clean 
fun” image. “We try to maintain a balance. We're not 
erotic; we're provocative. We like to create the right 
mindset.” 

Ah, the mindset. How does one create that? “We've 
got a beer garden surrounding the stage,” says 
Kiddell. Models exhibiting everything from swim- 
suits to fur to leather will help to stimulate fresh 
thinking. “Have you ever seen fetish wear?” Kiddell 
asks. “There’s a lot of neat stuff.”

Provincial parent advocate Denis 
Lapierre says Reed’s case is one 
example of a growing trend: threats 
of litigation by the ATA in order to 
silence critics. “How can this action 
by the ATA be interpreted as any- 
thing other than institutional bully- 
ing?” he asks in a statement released 
last week. Lapierre, the head of 
SchoolWorks!, told SEE Magazine 
that since he posted three letters of a 
similar nature on his organization’s 
website his server has had difficulty 
coping with all the traffic. 

“1 don’t know what! said that 
was libelous,” Reed, a Red Deer 
mother, told SEE Magazine. Even 
more puzzling, she doesn’t know 
how the teachers know what she 
said in the first place. Reed says the 
only time she criticized any teachers 
was in a confidential submission to 
Alberta Learning regarding her 
fight to get extra help in school for 
her son. He had been in a special 
propre for three years and when 

e was placed back in a regular 
classroom, his reading skills were 
far behind everyone else’s. Reed’s 
request to the school to provide spe- 
cial tutoring was refused. She 
appealed to the school district, was 
again refused and made one final 
appeal to the provincial govern- 
ment.

Then it 
eventually comes back to where 
he is from. “Making money is 
cool, but making good music is 
even better.” 

Making good music is what 
Vikedal is all about. He found 
enough Nickelback downtime last 
year to sit on his other drum stool 
with the Corb Lund Band. He 
made it to Nashville to play on 
about half the tracks for Corb’s 
next CD. “I hope there will be 
time off again this summer to doa 
few festivals with Corb.” 

The Nickelback experience has 
made for some nice opportunities 
to see great music as well. Vikedal

Nickelback turning into a genre- 
bending rock/jazz combo may be 
a little far-fetched, but Vikedal 
does find a creative challenge in 
mainstream rock drumming. 
Moving from clubs to 5,000 and 
15,000 seat venues obviously 
requires a different sensibility. 
Vikedal respects his audience 
enough to know what they expect 
of he and his band. To try to bring 
his playing to the level of stadium 
rock Vikedal likes to put himself

Edmonton collection one of only two 


FOLKWAYS RECORDS WAS 
one of the largest and most influ- 
ential record companies in the 
world. This, the world’s first 
known indie label, was founded 
by Polish immigrant Moses Asch 
in 1948 when he was 42 

Settling in New York in the 
1920s, Asch got his start building 
radio equipment and arranging 
sound systems for clients ranging 
from Yiddish theatres to bur- 
lesque houses on the Lower East 
Side as his interest in and love 
for American folk music grew. 
This love for the music, com- 
bined with his belief in the leftist 
populism that folk gave voice to, 
inspired Asch to come up with 
the idea of creating a record label 
to document the music that larg- 
er commercial labels neglected. 
Folkways Records remained 
owned and operated by Asch and 
his wife Frances until his death in 
1986. 

Folkways’ business papers, 
files and copies of all albums 
were acquired by the 
Smithsonian Institution in 1987. 
The deal that was struck includ- 
ed that every recording is to be 
kept in print and available for 
purchase. 

A second copy of the Folkways 
Records’ collection, which 
includes debut recordings of leg- 
endary artists such as Woody 
Guthrie, Leadbelly (Huddie 
Ledbetter) and Pete Seeger, was 
owned by the family. This com-

plete collection was donated, by 
the family to the University of 
Alberta. The Centre for 
Ethnomusicology is the depart- 
ment that uses the collection as 
an exceptional resource; Alberta 
radio station CKUA has aired the 
collection as a series. 

CKUA and the U of A are 
proud to honour this important 
collection with a musical celebra- 
tion, including a special visit by 
Asch’‘s son, Michael. 

“How the collection came to 
Alberta was Michael Asch, 
Moses’ son, came to the 
University of Alberta in 1972 to 
teach,” explains Brain Dunsmore, 
program director for CKUA. 

“When his father was in his 
declining years, Michael thought 
of how important this collection 
was. Moses, in his 40 years with 
Folkways, produced almost 2,168 
recordings, which is something 
like a 100 a week — an incredible 
output, really...Michael wanted 
U of A to have the records.” 

In January 1999, Dunsmore 
produced The Folkways Collection, 
which became 24 one-hour 
shows. 

“This Thursday, what we want- 
ed to do was an evening of cele- 
bration, with Michael coming in 
from Victoria where he now 
lives. Michael will be the centre 
piece of the whole thing, which 
will be from soup to nuts. The 
director of The Centre For 
Ethnomusicology, Regula 
Qureshi, will talk about the 
importance of Folkways to acade- 
mic life. She and a tabla player 
will do a song from 
Afghanistan.” 

Dunsmore will talk about his 
role in the Folksways broadcasts, 
then several artists will perform 
three-song sets and present some

Guitarist / vocalist Shuyler 
Jansen is unabashed in his appre- 
ciation for the album’s romantic 
imagery and vivid songwriting 
As one-fifth of Old Reliable, 
Jansen reconfigures roots music in 
a way that may at first seem 
incompatible with Tyson.

Ensemble ditches orchestra but keeps 


percussion for Orff choral masterpiece 


CARMINA BURANA

IN 1934, GERMAN COMPOSER 

Carl Orff came into the posses- 
‘sion of a book of medieval poet- 

ry which had been published in 
1847. The particular edition 
which he obtained had been 
based on a manuscript of reli- 
gious plays, sermon texts and 
songs and poems dealing with 
the joys of eating, drinking, gam- 
ing and love making which had 
been discovered in the Bavarian 
Abbey of Benediktbeuren in 

1803. Some of the poetry, written 
between 1220 and 1250, was bla- 
tantly ribald and sensual. The 
infectious rhythms of the words 
inspired Orff to compose 

Carmina Burana between 1934 
and 1937. 

Originally scored for vocal 
soloists, choir and massive 
orchestra, the work will be per- 
formed in a somewhat more inti- 
mate setting by Pro Coro Canada 
and the Hammerhead Consort at 
their next concert. However, in 
the words of musical d’ -cor 
Richard Sparks, the work will 
Jose none of its power or dramat- 
ic impact. 

‘The solo and choral parts 
have not been altered in any 
way, and the [five] percussion 
parts are also the way Orff origi- 
ally wrote them. The only 
change is that Orff transcribed 
he orchestral parts for two 
pianos. The result is a different 
colour to the music, which 
brings out many things that 
might not be otherwise heard in 
the orchestral version.” 

Orff’s reworked score has been 
used quite often in ballet ver- 
sions, which was the manner in 
which it received its last hearing 
in Edmonton a couple of years 
‘go. That does not necessarily 
Make it any easier to perform. 
“There are times where I'd 
Swear the pianists have to play 
with three hands in order to get 
all the notes in.”

Box set a hard-rockin’ cultural artifact 


RECENT TRAGIC EVENTS 
aside, it’s been a long time since 
the western world could party 
unselfconsciouslv, what with 
social inequality, sexually trans- 
mitted diseases and substance 
abuse harshing our mellow. But 
when four young rockers from 
Brooklyn, painted up like refugees 
from a Kabuki fetish show, burst 
onto the rock scene in the early 
‘70s, no such compunctions about 
letting the good times roll yet 
existed. As social conscience and 
youth culture parted ways, there 
was nothing for post-teens to do 
but load the bong, jump in the 
Mustang and slap in that eight- 
track of KISS’ Destroyer. 

As the KISS box set intimates 
over its 94-track, six-plus hour 
length, the music of KISS is a 
roadmap of the cultural zeitgeist 
for no less than three decades, 
from the time when Stanley Eisen 
(a.k.a. Paul Stanley) and Gene 
Klein (a.k.a. Gene Simmons) 
kicked the flute player out of their 
band, daubed on greasepaint and 
started setting things on fire.

CHRIS CRADDOCK WANTS 
to get the word out. Even as 
Azimuth Theatre's new artistic 
director sits down to a late break- 
fast, he slips handbills promoting 
his new show Pornstar into the 
hands of passersby. “It’s ironic 
that Azimuth has a pretty low 
profile here in Edmonton,” he 
says of the company that tours the 
province, presenting its work to as 
many as 45,000 kids.

Stockwell Day.” What would it 
mean to have a prime minister 
seemingly so at odds with the pre- 
vailing winds of societal change?

The film also fleshes out its sec 
ondary characters, in particular 
the parents, too often reduced to 
cardboard cut-outs. Agnes’ father 
distraught at his daughter’s 
unhappiness, tries to reassure her 
that in 25 years high school poli 
tics won't matter. Both his sinceri- 
ty and Agnes’ reaction — 
“Twenty-five years. Twenty-five 
years doesn’t exist!” — feel real. 
Agnes’ mother displays a liberal 
attitude when defining “lesbian’ 
for Agnes’ younger brother, yet 
melts into panic when she learns 
her daughter is one. 

The actors’ outstanding perfor- 
mances boost the inspired script 
Agnes’ face reveals a war of emo- 
tions each time her distrust of Elin 
wavers, while Elin’s petulant rage 
is palpable. When boyfriend-to-be 
hat (Mathias Rust) blurts out 
how beautiful Elin is, only min- 
utes after she has vomited in front 
of him, her reaction is indifference 
and disdain. Moodysson knows 
the cadences of teenage dialogue; 
he accurately reflects their self- 
centred anger, boredom, and 
angst. The barrage of insults a tor- 
mented Agnes heaps on disabled 
Viktoria is agonizing to watch; yet 
her malice is forgivable because 
we know Agnes’ own despair 

Moodysson’s jittery camera 
work and the film's grainy texture 
give Show Me Love a documentary 
feel, especially during the party 
scenes where he perfectly cap- 
tures the insecurities and chaos of 
teenage gatherings. 

Too bad, then, that the story’s 
resolution comes off flat. 
Metaphorically heavy-handed, 
contrived, complete with tacky 
background Euro-pop, it clashes 
with the rest of the picture. But 
there’s redemption in the charm- 
ing final scene: its warm after- 
glow lingers over viewers for 
hours.

THERE'S A LINE IN BLACK 
Hawk Down that pretty much 
sums UP the whole movie: “Once 
that first bullet goes past your 
head, politics and all the rest of 
that shit goes out the window. 

That first bullet makes its 
appearance about half an hour 
into the movie, quickly followed 
by a few million of its buddies, 
and from then on it’s bullets and 
rocket-propelled grenades and 
more bullets, and thumbs and 
hands and legs getting blown off, 
and the whys and wherefores 
kinda fade into the background. 


War sucks. Everybody knows it, 
but it’s handy to have a movie 
come along every so often to ram 
the point home. Black Hawk Down 
doesn’t even try to sift through 
the political and moral compiexi- 
ties of foreign military interven- 
tion; its purpose is to throw the 
audience into an interminable 
shitstorm, constantly ducking and 
wincing in their seats. 

The best things about Black 
Hawk Down are the things it 
doesn’t do. The focus of the movie 
is narrow, so it leaves a lot of truth 
out, but it’s not crammed up with 
lies either. It’s an American story, 
of course, so it’s told from the 
American point of view. But at the 
same time, it doesn’t spend a lot 
of time demonizing the Somalis, 
nor does it concern itself with 
making all the Americans look

like noble heroes . Here, morality 
boils down to pulling your buddy 
out of the line of fire, the kind of 
bravery hardly unique to 
Americans 

The whole movie's just a bad 
situation that gets way worse 
Simplified, definitely, but not 
offensively jingoistic, either. And 
while it’s not trying to show all 
sides of a ridiculously complex sit- 
uation, there are sketches and 
moments that pull away from the 
safe picture of American struggle 
A shot of an staggering old man 
cradling his dead three-year-old 
doesn’t really tell the story of a 
thousand dead Somalis, for 
instance, but it does catch the eye 

Black Hawk Down is peppered 
with familiar faces; not stars, 
exactly, but recongnizable actors 
you've seen before. Tom 
Sizemore’s in there, and so is 
William Fichtner. And, of course, 
there’s Ewan MacGregor, and face 
of the moment, Josh Hartnett, 
plays a freshly promoted squad 
leader.

For starters, the eatery boasts a 
broad meat / cheese / bulk coffee 
trade, a compact gourmet food mar- 
ket and a really neat, fairly large 
kitchen toy and coffee-making para- 
phernalia area. (The food market 
boasts an especially dizzying array 
of fancy sauces, oils, pestos, rubs, sal 
sas and olives.) 

Regardless of the vacant tables and 
perches — both those ringing the 
restaurant's entryway and outside 
“patio-area” in the mall's very airy 
rotunda — I gravitated instead to the 
counter area. It seemed the best 
adaptation I could make to my 
forced solitude, giving me not only a 
good vista but also allowing me to be 
distracted by the bustle of the 
kitchen and service staff 

Making myself at home on my 
stool, I decided to order off the daily 
specials menu: a large bow! of 
Minestrone Soup and a small order 
of the daily pasta (a Chicken Pesto) 

The soup arrives at the table in no 
time flat. I gotta say while I love 
Minestrone Soup, I’m always 
amazed at how many variants there 
are of this Italian staple and was not 
surprised to find that the Zenari’s 
take on the dish was mighty fine 
indeed 

You have to love the selection of 
veggies the soup offers — all delight- 
fully fresh with just enough crunch 
And it came with a healthy dollop of 
Parmesan cheese grated on top. I’m 
also happy to report the soup was 
both deeply rich and hearty without 
crossing over the line of spiciness or 
being too precious for its own good 
A soup made and served with great 
huge sides of comfort. 

The pasta made it to my side as I 
was slurping the last of my soup 
(Hey, I was eating alone in an empty 
section of the counter — I’m 
allowed). It too was as deftly done as 
the opening culinary salvo. 

The dish features delicate chunks 
of Parmesan-coated chicken on a bed 
of perfectly cooked seashell pasta 
and a decadently creamy pesto 
sauce, punctuated with a dash of 
fresh tomatoes and diced parsley. 
Once again, the joint does super-well 
with an intelligent variant on a pop- 
ular favourite. 

I was torn by the dish, at once 
happy I only had the small portion 
of the filling offering, and sad I 
declined bread which would be per- 
fect for lapping up the last of the 
sauce.

Trans Union Canada 
and Equifax log every time 
you pay, OF forget to pay, a 
Pre maintain files on 
all people in the coun- 
try who have credit 
(credit cards, bank : 
joans). Your credit file 
works like a report card. 
You're assigned a grade 
between one and nine 
indicating how diligent 
you are at paying bills. A 
grade of one signifies to : 
marks and nine means the bank like- 
ly won't let you stand on the side- 
walk outside. 

“You can go down pretty quickly,” 
warns Tricia French of Credit 
Counselling Services of Alberta. Miss 
one payment and you immediately 
drop a notch. Miss another, and 
you're down to a three. “Banks think 
anything up to a three is OK,” says 
French. Beyond that you'll likely start 
having trouble getting loans or other 
credit from the blue-suits crew. 

Who can examine your credit rating? 
“Well, you should,” says French. She rec- 
ommends people check their credit file 
every couple of years, especially before 
they plan on applying for a major loan. 
“You don’t want something unexpected 
coming out once you’re at the bank.” 
Your file indicates where you stand in 
the eyes of lenders. You can add a state- 
ment to your file (500 words or less) 
explaining any lapses, French advises 
checking with both credit bureaus 
(Equifax: 1-800-465-7166; Trans Union of 
Canada 1-800-663-9980) because they 
don’t necessarily access the same infor- 
mation. 

Credit card companies, banks, the 
phone company, your landlord, your 
employer, and even the cable guy have 
likely all had a peep inside your credit 
file, though none of them could have 
done it without your say-so. You must 
give written permission for any agency 
or individual to check your credit rating 
— remember that form you signed?

They saw more than just how regularly 
you pay your bills. Your credit file also 
includes “credit information’: age, occu- 


tus, your partner’s name and age, esti- 
mated income. Your file should not 
include information about health, 
lifestyle, religion, or reputation — unless 
it’s really nasty and then the source must 
be stated. 

If your file doesn’t paint a pretty pic- 
ture, the best way to fix it is consistency, 
says French. It is possible to claw your 
way back up the scale, but re-establish- 
ing a good credit rating takes time. 
Generally you will need six months of

ments to move up one grade. If you 


missed two credit card payments, it will 


take a year to clear your name. 

Bad credit happens to good people. 
Every major ‘life event’, from funerals to 
the birth of a child, involves a serious 
outlay of cash. Even break-ups can be 
costly. Currently there are 44.1 million 
major credit cards in circulation in 
Canada. About half of these are paid in 
full each month. Less than 1% of them 
are delinquent, meaning they haven’t 
been paid in over three months. 

If you hesitate opening your mailbox 
for fear of the bills lurking inside, French 
advises calling Credit Counselling 
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Services of 

Alberta (423-5265, www.creditcoun- 
selling.com). They offer free, unbiased, 
anonymous credit advice and will help 
you sort through your debt. They are the 
only agency in Alberta permitted to run 
the Orderly Payment of Debts program, 
a legislated repayment program that 
organizes manageable debt repayment 
over a period of time. CCSA also offer 
workshops on how to budget, manage 
debt and re-establish credit. With careful 
planning and diligent payments, even 
the worst rating can achieve absolution.

Some of us have transgressed a little more 
energetically than others, mind you — enough 
to raise the attention of the local constabulary 
and the courts, anyhow. 

But there are some silly darned !aws, aren’t 
there? 

And you were running with a bad crowd 
back in the day? Well, who wasn’t? 

And anyhow, you've served your time and 
paid your debt. 

And if all that isn’t enough, you’ re sorry — 
really sorry. 

So is there some way to return to a slightly 
dinged-up state of grace now? Can you wipe 
the slate clean, please? 

Well, you can certainly arrange to have your 
legal history written in a corner of the slate 
where people won’t be able to see it — but if 
they ask if it’s there, you'll have to tell them the 
truth. 

But'before youean even-think abort- applying 
for a pardon, you'll have to complete your sen- 
tence. That means you have to have paid up any 
monies owed, including fines and orders of 
compensation; you have to have served all of 
your time, including parole; and you have to 
have satisfied your probation order. Once 
you've completed your sentence, you have to 
wait — three years for summary convictions 
(offences carrying lighter penalties), five years 
for indictable offences. Then the National Parole 
Board will have a look, with a little more scruti- 
ny for those convicted of indictable offences. 

Now that you’ve got your pardon — hurray! 
— you're free of the taint of your slightly or sig- 
nificantly naughty past, yes? 

Well, no. 

For starters, a pardon doesn’t erase a convic- 
tion. If anyone asks if you've been convicted of 
a criminal offence, you can’t say you haven't. 
The National Parole Board suggests you say 
“Yes, I have been convicted of a criminal 
offence for which I have been pardoned.” In 
addition, provincial and municipal jurisdictions 
aren't obliged to treat information about those 
convictions separately, although some do. 
Moreover, pardons aren’t recognized by other 
jurisdictions. You'll have to get special permis- 
sion if, say, you want to travel to the United 
States.

There are a couple of other spe- 
cial cases. If you've been con 
victed of certain sexual 
offences;-your file will be 
flagged to alert authorities if 
you're seeking work with 
“vulnerable” populations. 

And if you’ve been prohib- 

ited from_driving or using 
firearms, a pardon won't 
help you there. 

So if you can‘t really 
hide the fact that you 
were once convicted, 
why would you bother 
going to all the trouble 
of getting a pardon, 
not to mention pay- 
ing the attendant 
fees? 

Well, information 
about the conviction 
in question will be 
removed from the 
Canadian Police 


Information Centre. 
Only the Solicitor 
General of Canada can 
subsequently release that 
information. A pardon also 
opens up your employment 
opportunities. The Canadian 
Human Rights Act says no one 
can discriminate against you 
based on a pardoned convic- 
tion. That means, specifically, 
that you can’t be barred from 
working for the federal public ser- 
vice (including Crown corporations 
and the Canadian Forces). In fact, 
federal forms aren’t allowed to ask 
you questions that oblige you to reveal 
pardoned convictions. 

So remember: the only way to keep your 
nose clean is to keep your nose clean.

From female 
to male and 
back again 


MARSHA WAS 40 YEARS OLD WHEN SHE 
discovered that she had been born a hermaphro- 
dite. Six years later, tears still well up when she 
recalls her abrupt and unexpected liberation 
from decades of self-loathing, confusion and 
alienation. Had the doctor present at her birth 
been alive today, she said, “I would sue his ass 
to the wall.” 

In the 1950s, when a hermaphrodite was born, 
the normal medical practice was to wait a few 
years to see which gender traits the child exhibit- 
ed, and then perform sex assignment surgery, 
but Marsha was only eight months old when her 
family doctor made the call... incorrectly. For the 
first four decades of her life she was known as 
Marshall. 

Marshall was a normal, well-behaved boy 
until puberty, when he discovered the wonders 
of his mother’s lingerie drawer. “It was a guilty 
pleasure, something I did in secret. Nobody 
knew.” Though he struggled to be a “normal” 
and “healthy” kid, his unexplainable urges 
haunted him throughout high school, and when 
he was 18 Marshall approached his doctor to 
plead for help. “I was confused,” she recalled, “I 
went to him in hope of coming to terms with all 
these feelings, and what does he do? He threat- 
ens to have me thrown in the nuthouse, or 
worse, to tell my parents.” 

The doctor's only advice was for Marsha to 
stop being such a pansy and act like a man. 
Devastated, she resolved to be more manly by 
sheer force of will and immersed herself in 
“every macho bullshit thing I could get my 
hands on. I got into fights all the time,” she said, 


“it was like, if I could only prove myself, I'd 
finally be a man.” 

She was able to fool just about everyone, 
except herself. The overwhelming urge to be 
feminine continued to torment her, until finally, 
in her mid-20s, she fled her home province and 
moved to Edmonton in the hope of reinventing 
herself in a new setting. Marsha had concluded 
that she was a straight cross-dresser and hoped 
to stay in control of her life by suppressing the 
urge to dress as a woman as long as possible, 
and when she couldn't stand it any longer, she’d 
do it only in the secrecy of her own home. “I was

Soon he had con- 
vinced Marsha to dress up and head to the 
Roost, a gay bar where he assured her she would 
find the acceptance she craved. 

For the next five years, Marsha spent her days 
living a typical male life and evenings en femme 
at local gay bars.“Then I had my first gay sex 
experience. It seemed so natural, so comfort- 
able,” she said. “I realized that I was bisexual.”

The pieces to the puzzle that had been her con- 
fused, tormented life were slowly fitting into 
place, but weren’t yet complete. Marsha had 
heard and read a lot about transgenderism and 
the concept often preyed on her mind. In 1996, 
she mentioned it to her doctor in Edmonton. “He 
said, ‘No wonder, it says in your file you were 
born a hermaphrodite.’ It was the first time I'd 
ever been told this. He thought I knew.” 

It took a while for the revelation — and all its 
implications — to sink in. “Turns out,” she said, 
smirking, “what I thought was the gay part of 
me was the straight part of me, all along.” 

Marsha was referred to the transgender clinic 
at Grey Nuns Hospital, where she received the 
green light for a sex change operation. For the 
past two years she’s been living as a woman and 
taking hormone treatment (as required for the 
surgery) and has legally changed her name (“my 
driver's license already says ‘Miss,’”). She’s 
scheduled for the operation on Sept. 30 in 
Montreal, the only place in Canada where sex 
changes are performed. “After all these years, I 
can finally see the light at the end of the tunnel, 
and it’s getting awfully damn close.”

Shields is on a roll, and since it 
would be a shame to stop him...

Freaked by fame 


Danny Michel eschews the glare of the 
spotlight for a solid day’s work 


with Toronto-based chanteuse 
Martina Sorbara for a gig this 
Saturday, Feb. 2 at Myer Horowitz 
Theatre. 

The question is how? How, 
Danny? How do you do it? 

“I get a lot done,” Michel says 
elusively from a Winnipeg hotel 
room. “I’m pretty productive. I’m 
writing for a new [album], test- 
driving a few songs on this trip, 
gonna get home and start working 
on another one.” 

It turns out, once you back him 
into a corner, that the secret to 
Michel's industry is that he truly 
loves what he does. Okay, we’ve 
all heard that one before, but 
Michel doesn’t feel like he’s strug- 
gling toward some distant goal. 
He’s already got what he wants — 
a career in music. 

“| kind of feel like I already 
have in the sense that, when I was 
a kid, I told myself if I could play 
music for a living-and didn’t have 
to have a day job, that would be 
the greatest thing in the world. So 


in that sense I feel like I’ve already 


achieved that. Anything from here 


on is a bonus for me. I’ve always 
done this for music; I love music 
and that’s it. | have no interest in 
fame — fame and fortune kind of 
freak me out. Well, fortune 
doesn’t freak me out, but fame 
freaks me out.” 

That's not to say Michel hasn’t 
flirted with freakiness. He’s 
opened for some pretty famous 
acts, including Frank Black and 
the Catholics, Blue Rodeo, the 
Tragically Hip, Cheap Trick, 
Matthew Good, Colin James and 
plenty of others. If famousness by 
association were a disease, Michel 
would have already contracted it 
by now. 

But while hanging out with all 
these music biz celebrities hasn't 
conveyed fame, Michel has 
gleaned other benefits from it. For 
example, In the Belly of the Whale 
features members of Blue Rodeo, 
the Tragically Hip and Veal, 
whom Michel borrowed for the 
sessions. This is a little at odds 
with the way the singer-song- 
writer is used to working, 
sequestered in his house on a lake 
in southern Ontario, laying down 
his the tunes all by his lonesome. 
Not this time.

“Beautiful Nothing, | feel that I’m 
most proud of that song because, 
for me, it got a 10 out of 10 on my 
Own personal scale, on all levels. 
Like on a musical level I really like 
it, the way it was recorded, the 
lyrics, the sentiment — I feel like I 
need to hit more balls out of the 
park like that. 

“That song’s about how Id been 
playing in Starling for a few years 
and I'd played in a few other 
bands, and I'd done a lot of rock 
band things and played a lot of 
loud music and I was in a hotel 
one night after a show and my left 
ear was just killing me after stand- 
ing in front of my amp for the 
20th night in a row and having 
my amp at 10 and, gosh, I just 
wanted to hear nothing, like, turn 
off the TV and listen to the sound 
of silence. 

“So I wrote that song about how 
nothing is the greatest sound in 
the world. It’s just a simple song 
about how things in life get over- 
looked sometimes.” 

Keen to not be one of those 
things in life that’s overlooked, 
Michel directs the curious and 
converted alike to his website, 
www.dannymichel.com,, where 
music, reviews and pictures wait 
to win you over to his cause. 
Because, really, he can’t work 
much harder than he already is.

Those would be the plays the 
make up year two of Kaboom. 
Inspired in large part by One 
Yellow Rabbit's High 
Performance Rodeo in Calgary, 
the series is designed to give 
Edmontonians something out of 
the ordinary. “I think our audi- 
ence is one that’s interested and 
not interested in theatre, an audi- 
ence that want to see shows from 
across Canada and from our own 
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backyard, people that are interest- 
ed in seeing different voices, an 
audience that wants to have fun, 
people who want to see some 
great writing and great acting.” 

Accordingly, the festival 
promises to have something for 
everyone. Shape of a Girl by 
Governor General award-winner 
Joan MacLeod tackles peer pres- 
sure and bullying, the show’s 
brooding texture matching its 
poetic intensity says Jenkins. 

“I saw this show last year at 
ATP in Calgary and thought ‘T 
have to bring this here,’” Jenkins 
says. “[Shape of a Girl] is always 
with me; it’s in my head. It’s one 
of those experiences that you have 
in the theatre you carry with you, 
that becomes part of your memory 
and part of how you see the 
world. In bringing it here I really 
wanted to share that experience 
with people.” 

Jumping Jack, in its world pre- 
miere, strikes an entirely different 
chord. Lyle Victor Albert's new 
one-man show may have more in 
common with stand-up comedy 
than drama, but the play’s direc- 
tion, by One Yellow Rabbit's 
Blake Booker, promises to add an 
entirely different theatrical dimen- 
sion to the hilarious story of a 
man who believes he’s the bastard 
child of Mick Jagger. 

Silent Words rounds out 
Kaboom's mainstage productions 
with the story of a child piano 
prodigy who loses his hearing to 
meningitis. Jenkins was “just 
amazed” when he first saw the 
work four years ago at the Fringe. 
“It’s just a wonderful piece of 
writing.’” Performed by Chris 
Dodd as a spoken text and in sign 
language, the performance is “a 
kind of dance between two lan- 
guages. You get to see how they 
braid together to produce some- 
thing entirely different. It’s incred- 
ible seeing Chris being able to 
share that kind of vision, that kind 
of perspective with us onstage.” 

Fittingly, KaBoom incorporates 
The Playwright’s Garage, the epito- 
me of varied theatrical view- 
points. Thirteen of Edmonton’s 
emerging writers present a smor- 
gasbord of 15-minute works. “The 
spectrum of these plays is huge. 
It's as varied as the voices of the 
writers. Jared Matsunaga- 
Turnbull has a play about being 
Santa Claus in a mall. Jose 
Teodoro has a piece that takes 
place to music — it’s completely 
different, it’s disparate. Julie 
McKenzie has a bash-around kind 


of comedy. Twilla MacLeod has a 
very poetic piece. They’re just 
wild.” 

And that’s exactly what Jenkins 
wants people to get from 
KaBoom. “When I go to the the- 
atre I want a roller coaster, I want 
somebody to take me away, to 
surprise me, to make me think 
and when I leave the theatre I 
want to be able to say, ‘That’s 
going to stay with me.’ That's 
what | want and that’s what I 
hope people coming to this festi- 
val take away with them.”

The landlord and 
lady were Andy, a transplanted 
Brooklynite, and his Nepalese 
wife Mithu (pronounced Me Too). 
Hence their establishment’s name 
OM SWEET HOME, A 
NEPALESE-AMERICAN FAMILY 
JOINT ADVENTURE. 1 hey lived 
on the first floor and rented five 
rooms on the second — 200 
rupees per night ($1 US = 60 NR). 

The next day was Andy’s 50th 
birthday. His mother-in-law 
blessed him first by applying a 
mixture of flour, rice, water, and 
bright red dye to his forehead, 
then placed flowers behind his 
ears and in his hair. Red was 
Andy’s correct colour because he 
is a married man. Being a widow, 
she applied her own blessing of 
white. She finished by gracing the 
entire party with the red. Each 
shower, I tried washing around it, 
the belief being that the longer it 
stays on, the luckier the blessing. 

Nepal is most famous for 
trekking. Five to six dollars a day 
rents all the gear. A guide is an 
additional $3 or $4. Most trekkers 
go for four to seven days, even up 
to weeks at a time. An expedition 
to Sarangkot, a hill station that 
overlooks Pokhara, exchanged 
shoe leather for a taxi most of the 
way and we walked another half- 
hour to the summit. The mission 
was for an even more spectacular 
view of the Annapurna Range 
(‘anna’ is Sanskrit for ‘food’ and 
‘pra’ is ‘abundant’. The fields at 
the foot of the Annapurnas were 
seen as a breadbasket), but cloud 
and rain washed out the idea. At 
least the room was cheap — 20 
rupees (33 cents) for a double, off 
season!

recognized as one of the great 
ironies of our time, campus come- 
dies like Slackers seem to be made 
by people who have never set foot 
in a post-secondary institution. In 
Slackers’ case, director Dewey 
Nicks and writer Daniel H 
Steinberg give evidence of not 
really making it past junior high 
as far as their filmic sensibilities 
are concerned. Under normal cir- 
cumstances, only 14-year-old 
males could conceive of some- 
thing as unrelentingly puerile, 
gratuitous and unfunny as 
Slackers, so Nicks and Steinberg 
should give each other gonch- 
pulls or noogies or something to 
mark their achievement. 

Dave (Devon Sawa) is a natural- 
born scammer who, along with a 
couple of pals,has cheated his 
way through university. He gets 
caught in the process of stealing a 
test by the obnoxious, obsessive 
Ethan (Jason Schwartzman), who 
demands that Dave aid him in 
getting the girl of his dreams, 
Angela (James King). But in 
process of maneuvring her into 

osition for Ethan, Dave falls for 
Ber thereby jeopardizing himself 
and his friends at Ethan’s venge- 
ful hands.

would be easier to overlook if any

Slackers doesn’t offer any new 
twists. 

Nicks’ apparent attention deficit 
disorder doesn’t help as he fum- 
bles from one visual shtick to the 
next, hoping to trip over some- 
thing novel in the process. And as 
his reach exceeds his grasp, a 
potentially good cast goes to 
waste — Sawa isn’t an unappeal- 
ing lead and King actually injects 
a modicum of feeling into her role 
as a model-turned-actress. The 
biggest waste of all is Jason 
Schwartzman, who was the 
anchor of Wes Anderson’s 
Rushmore but here is consigned to 
the role of unpleasant spazz. TV’s 
Laura Prepon, for those of you 
hoping to view her appurte- 
nances, gets a meagre five min- 
utes or so of screen time, none of 
it naked, so put that filthy thing 
away. 

It’s not often I feel like walking 
out of a movie, but Slackers had 
that very effect on me. The best 
way to avoid that feeling? Don’t 
walk in in the first place.

and put ina trailer. There’s not a 
lot to point to and say, “That 
was awesome. 

But there’s nothing about it 
that sucks, either. It’s a good 
time. There’s no flashy anything; 
it’s just, somehow, a good story 
well told. From Hollywood, 
even. 

Moviegoers may dimly 
remember Kevin Reynolds, who 
spent the early to mid-’90s mak- 
ing movies with Kevin Costner, 
starting with the pretty-good 
Fandango, moving on to the 
lumpy Robin Hood: Prince o, 
Thieves, and climaxing wit 
landmark failure Waterworld. 
After Waterworld, nobody really 
let him near a camera for a 
while, but really, wasn’t all that 
crap Costner’s fault? 

Apparently so, if The Count of 
Monte Cristo is any indication. 
The best thing about the movie 
is that is tells its story straight; 
there’s no techno-soundtrack, no 
Matrix shots, no Hong-Kong- 
style swordfighting. Reynolds 
wisely chose not to “jazz it up”, 
2002-style, with extra crap. 
Instead, it’s just good actors, a 
solid script, and lots of well- 
photographed shots of seaside 
cliffs and sumptuous French 
mansions. 

Having never read the book, I 
went into the movie only know- 
ing it was about a guy who's 
betrayed by his friend, goes to 
prison, escapes, finds a big pile 
of treasure, and goes back to pet 
revenge. And so it is. Along the 
way he encounters various vil- 
lains and allies, all sketched out 
with a charming Dickensian 
simplicity, and the story winds 
its little twists and turns of fate 
through post-Napoleonic France 
with hardly a misstep. 

You'd think Antonio Banderas 
would be in this movie, but he 
isn’t. In fact, there are hardly 
any stars at all, with the halfway 
exception of Guy Pearce (tigh- 
tass jerk cop from L.A. 
Confidential, now appearing in 
the Time Machine trailer) and 
Richard Harris (most recently 
Dumbledore in Harry Potter), 
and neither of these guys plays 
the hero. 

But there’s something kind of 
pleasing about a movie without 
a lot of familiar faces, just char- 
acters without extra baggage. A 
Brit actor named James Frain 
plays Villefort, the corrupt mag- 
istrate who imprisons the hero, 
with a sly bureaucratic calm. 
Luis Guzman, everybody's 
favorite stocky Hispanic actor, 
plays Jacopo, the hero's trusty 
servant, with his usual sweaty 

usto. In fact out of all the per- 


‘ormances, it’s James Caviezel as 


the hero, Edmund Dantes, who 
risks fading into the woodwork.

AS IF IT WASN'T HARD ENOUGH TO 
live in a world teeming with

But anybody who’s thinking 
about going to see The Mothman 
Propehcies should be warned; 
there’s no guy dressed up ina 
rubber Mothman suit at any 
point in this movie, nor are there 
any scenes featuring a Mothman 
fully rendered in loving CGI. 
Nope, The Mothman Propehcies is 
less a creature feature and more 
a psychological thriller. 

But perhaps “thriller” is too 
strong a word. “Creeper” would 
be a lot more apt, not only 
because the movie’s main mis- 
sion is to give the audience a 
low-level case of the creeps, but 
because creeping is about as fast 
as The Mothman Prophecies ever 
moves. 

“Show, don’t tell” is the basic 
rule for movie-making, and for 
horror movies there’s another 
rule: “Imply, don’t show.” The 
Mothman Prophecies has this sec- 
ond rule down cold; it’s nothing 
but implication. Sometimes it’s a 
shot of Richard Gere’s face that 
slowly fades to another scene 
with a low “vorp” noise on the 
soundtrack, other times it’s an 
ominous moth’s-eye view float- 
ing over the town. This film is a 
master class in suggesting scari- 
ness when there isn’t anything 
actually scary going on. 

Watching this movie is like lis- 
tening to a really, really slowly. 
dripping tap, with wad, drop 
being some little “um” of creepi- 
ness.

The PC government 
settled with the nurses, got elected 
bigger than ever on typically 
vague promises and plans, and 
when the teachers came calling for 
their due, it was Whoops! Where’d 
all that money go? The cupboard is

Insulting? Yes. Should we have 
gotten so into comparing the two 
jobs? No, but the reasonable ones 
have gotten past that, as well as 
pissing all over other people for 
their job perks.

Remind them: The budget of 
the Province of Alberta is more 
important than your own. 
Speaking of which, down at the 
Future Summit, moments before 
getting the H-E-double-hockey- 
sticks outta Dodge, Premier Klein 
was heard to say, “Though a debt- 
free Alberta has perhaps been post- 
poned a few years, that target is 
still very much within the range of 
our collective vision.” Postponed? 

The year he gives is 
2017, only a decade and a half from 
now. Last year it was 2005. How to 
account for the discrepancy? Easy. 
Because for the umpteenth time in 
Alberta’s post-oil history, and in

MIGUEL MIGS, AKA PETALPUSHER

Edmonton artist keep studios busy 


WE ARE INDEED A FORTUNATE LOT 
to have the calibre of artists we 
have here in our fair burg. Plus 
good news: there’s a spate of 
recordings coming up this spring 
and summer from local musicians 
that will make many sit up and 
notice. Hopefully some of those 
will be ones with swacks of dough 
in their corners. 

King Muskafa are just wrap- 
ping up a recording session with 
the mighty Stewart Kirkwood. We 
should have envisioned what a 
great engineer and producer 
Kirkwood would become; he’s 
extremely musical and cre- 
ative — the rest is just 
learning how to work the 
gear. King Muskafa chose a 
wise time in their career to 
record. 

The band has a muscle to 
its sound that wasn’t there 
before. They've now got 
that honed tightness, and 
their arrangements are a lit- 
tle more complex. You can 
hear the band’s been work- 
ing hard. This should be a 
very good record. 

Greg Johnston and Lyle 
Molzan have not made 
their own record since 
1995's self-titled Kissing 
Ophelia, an album that 
remains one of Edmonton’s 
best-ever releases.

He should make a record 
Singer-songwriters: majestic, murky 


David DendERO 


IS THERE ANY CREATURE MORE 
majestic than the singer-song- 
writer? Like the philosopher- 
king / queen before him/her, the 
singer-songwriter dispenses wis- 
dom and beauty in small bundles. 
They sing of moons, junes, hearts, 
farts, love and shove and all 
things human conditioney and, 
borne upon the truth and beauty 
of their voice, their clarity of 
vision, their righteousness and 
strength of selfhood, their music 
lodges itself, sort of, in our hearts 
and souls. It’s a hard and lonely 
job, but the singer-songwriter 
feels so we don’t have to. 

We've seen it before, or at least 
heard about it from a credible 
source. Armed with only a guitar 
and an endearingly quirky voice, 
some guy who used to be in some 
band walks into the open mic and 
completely takes it over. He was 


planning on geting up and doing 
maybe three songs — The Real 
Tina Turner, Analysis of a 1970's 
Divorce and If You Break My Heart 
— but the crowd just keeps 
yelling and clapping and stamp- 
ing for more. No one else wants to 
be the one to go on instead of him, 
but a few join in quietly and he 
plays all night. It’s loose, it’s fun. 
He should make a record. He did. 
It’s called Shooting at the Sun With 
a Water Gun (Future Farmer) by 
David Dondero. 

Be careful! One quality that 
singer-songwriters often share is a 
certain temperamentality; they are 
their own person, a totally origi- 
nal artist. They don’t always like it 
so much for you to tell them they 
remind you of someone else. Jim 
Christy better not even try and 


ries of crowded buses and sparse 
bars, gruff tellings of encounters 
with perfect strangers and not- 
fondly remembered loves. His 
voice is gravelly. The record is 
pretty nicely done overall. It’s not 
so much that I don’t like it, it’s just 
that I prefer Tom Waits. 

It takes energy and heart to be a 
strong woman singer-songwriter, 
to not give in to the easy, tuneful 
temptation of cutesy pop or facile 
rock chickdom.

CHARLOTTE GRAY IS A PRETTY FILM — 
too bad it’s about such an ugly 
subject. Director Gillian 
Armstrong (My Brilliant Career, 
Little Women, Oscar and Lucinda) 
uses the Nazi hunt for Jews as a 
backdrop for a cheap romance. 

The camera follows a demure 
and somewhat serious Charlotte 
(Cate Blanchett) as she meets 
puppy-eyed RAF airman Peter 
Gregory (Rupert Penry-Jones) and 
promptly falls into an impas- 
sioned affair. 

When their romance is abruptly 
interrupted by the pilot's disap- 
pearance over France, Charlotte 


accepts a spy mission into the 
Nazi-occupied country in the 
hopes of finding her missing 
lover. Instead she meets even 
hunkier resistance fighter Julien 
(Billy Crudup) and his cantanker- 
ous father Levade (Michael 
Gambon). While disguised as 
Levade’s housekeeper, Charlotte 
— “Dominique” vines undercover 
— gets maternal over two Jewish 
boys hiding in the Levade farm- 
house. As masquerades start to 
unravel and Panzer tanks roll into 
town, Charlotte is forced to decide 
whose safety matters most. 
Unfortunately at that point the 
audience no longer really care 
The film gags on a mass of clichés 
and cinematographic nods to 
other, far superio ond World 
War epics, from S$ r’s List 
(Charlotte’s red coat) to The Sound 
of Music (a young y Officer's 
faltering resolv e holds 
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Charlotte at gunpoint). There are 
endless staged scenes of domestic 
bliss with impeccably dressed 
Charlotte caring for the brown- 
eyed boys who are reminiscent, 
both in appearance and predica- 
ment, of Jean Bonnet from Louis 
Malle’s heartbreaking Au Revoir 
les Enfants — only these two can’t 
roll their ‘r’s. 

In fact, no one in the film can. 
Charlotte was recruited to spy 
school, and subsequently sent 
deep undercover as a housemaid 
in the French countryside, on the 
premise that she is a woman so 
immersed in ‘francophonie’ she 
could easily pass for a native. A 
talent indeed, as few nations are 
as chauvinistic about pronuncia- 
tion as the French. Yet she and her 
fellow performers never do more 
than actors, adopting vague 
French accents that are about as 
palatable as processed Roquefort. 

And the accents are as fake as 
the feelings. Emotionally flaccid, 
the film doesn’t merely sidestep 
real poignancy, it tramples it, 
making silly many of the 
moments that should be dramatic. 
Even the scene where Dominique 
fends off would-be rapist Benech 
(Anton Lesser) — by claiming she 
is “dirty down there” — comes 

as simply hokey. Instead of 

ing with the character's 
dire circumstances, one begins to 
wonder how a woman who para- 
chuted into a war-torn country in 
the dead of night could have 
brought such an exquisite 
wardrobe. The supporting actors’ 
talents are wasted in standard- 
issue roles. Michael Gambon, as 
curmudgeon-with-a-heart-of-gold, 
gets so little scope he’s turned into 
a buffoon. Only the scene where 
he laboriously empties fistfuls of 
rubbish from his pockets for 
Vichy and Nazi officers — emit- 
ting just the right blend of inso- 
lence and dignity — produce a 
gurgle of emotion in an otherwise 
tepid landscape. 

The rest of the film’s circum- 
scribed redemption comes from 
Blanchett’s radiant cheekbones 
and inspired performance. Her 
face betrays Charlotte’s uncertain- 
ty — she always seems to be fight- 
ing the urge to blurt out the truth. 
How unfortunate that in the end, 
we care so little.

Joey Ramone may have left us , but he’s far 
from being forgotten in Edmonton

FIRST, A HISTORY LESSON: 
Surprisingly, at least for those of 
us who like our legends to enter 
the world conceptually whole, 
Joey Ramone was actually born 
Jeffrey Hyman in Forest Hills, 
New York in 1951. He quickly rec- 
tified that error by bowing to the 
conventions of hippiedom and 
restyled himself as Jeff Starship. 
Emboldened by what he heard of 


was his trademark. Douglas 
became Dee Dee and switched to 
bass, Johnny found a cheap 
Mosrite guitar, and band manager 
Tommy (né Erdelyi) continued his 
job while keeping time behind the 
drum kit 

They tried playing Bay City 
Rollers songs, but couldn’t cut it 
and decided to write the simplest, 
catchiest pop songs imaginable. 
Blueprint in place, they proceeded 
to churn out unbelievably short, 
spiky tunes with titles like 
Blitzkrieg Bop, Today Your Love 
(Tomorrow the World) and Teenage 
Lobotomy. This music was as 
responsible as any other for the 
slow, simmering revolution that 
wound its way through New

the New York Dolls’ raw rock ’n 
roll mixed with the burgeoning 
glitter movement, he answered an 
ad that said “Let’s dress up and be 
stars tomorrow” and joined the 
band Sniper, complete with jump 
suit and six-inch platforms. [f it 
weren't for a phone call from 
neighborhood friends John 
Cummings and Douglas Colvin 
roping the errant singer back to 
the homeboy fold, there might 
have been a whole other conclu- 
sion to this saga. 

But Starship happily agreed to 
start a band with his old pals, and 
history was set in motion. Nobody 
seems to agree on why or when it 
happened, but suddenly they 
became the Ramones. Joey had 
already switched from drums to 
vocals, adopting the stilted bal- 
ancing act on the mike stand that 


York, London, back to Los 
Angeles, Washington D.C. and 
then spread outward until a cou- 
ple of bands in Seattle turned 
punk rock into a gold mine. That 
didn’t stop Iron Butterfly or 
Emerson, Lake and Palmer dead 
in their tracks, but the intention 
was good. The Ramones were cult 
heroes until they called a halt in 
1996, but they never really hit it as 
big as their imitators. Joey 
Ramone died of cancer in April of 
last year at the age of 49. 

A few tributes were organized 
in New York (the most sentimen- 
tal at CBGB's), some albums 
released (including one interesting 
Icelandic tribute called Life's a Gas: 
a Tribute to Joey Ramone). A few 
writers got together and eulogized 
the front man. 

That brings us to Rob Wright, 


promotions manager for the _ 
Likwid Lounge and member of 
one of Edmonton's most success- 
ful punk rock bands, Les 
Tabernacles. Possessed of a strong 
sense of musical history and a 
desire to mark the death of some- 
one so instrumental in setting him 
down the road to being a musi- 
cian, Wright hit upon the idea of 
putting together a Joey Ramone 
tribute and Cross Cancer Institute 
benefit. In that way, he could pay 
homage to one of his idols, pull 
out some of those still insanely 
catchy sing-along songs and do it 
for the right cause. And maybe 
the historian in him wanted to 
pull peoples coats to just where 
this music began. 

“T don’t know a lot of punk 
bands that haven’t been influ- 
enced by the Ramones — they’re 
such a seminal band,” he says rev- 
erently.” And they were one of the 
first punk rock bands I ever dis- 
covered. It was just so outrageous 
to hear a band sing Beat on the Brat 
when you're 13. They were like 
the world’s oldest teenagers” 

Wright has the world view of a 
punk rock believer, but other 
bands playing at the tribute have 
a slightly different perspective on 
the gangly singer. Jeff Papineau of 
the Drastics (and formerly of the 
Brewtals), a ‘60s garage rock 
ensemble, is also a fan, but from a 
different vantage point. 

“T think it’s good that we're 
playing this [show] because we're 
not gonna play these songs the 
way they’re done, but in a more 
garage way. Because the Ramones 
made no secret of the fact that 
they based a lot of their sound on 
the records that they listened to 
back in the ‘60s. So hopefully were, 


» gonna be able to give people a 


taste of that, and do it in a way 
that kinda makes sense. Y’know 
— devolve the Ramones, and you 
might get something that sounds 
like the Animals.” 

It’s not too hard if you listen. 
Sped-up Chuck Berry riffs, echoes 
of the Trashmen, Beach Boys and 
? and the Mysterians shoot 
through the music like sonic sign 
posts. And that’s not just some 
kinda overblown analogy, Joe. 
Bruce Springsteen was once so 
impressed by a Ramones show 
that he wrote Hungry Heart for 
them. His manager, sensing a hit, 
persuaded the Boss to hold on to 
it. Springsteen, who could proba- 
bly name every Crystals single 
and the musicians who backed up 
Otis Redding at the Whiskey-A- 
Go-Go, obviously recognized kin- 
dred spirits. 

Unfortunately, the intervening 
years have caused some to forget, 
and multiple use of Blitzkrieg Bop 
in hockey arenas and teen films 
may have blunted the edge. But 
guitarist Ron Foley of Fugazi 
Ozzbourne, who has already 
played a similar tribute at the Ship 
and Anchor in Calgary, is looking 
forward to blasting those three- 
chord nuggets again. Immersion 
in the of the Ramones has 
worked its wonders.

ONE THING (OUT OF MANY, 
many things) I love about big, epic 
films is how the press n’ promotion- 
al stuff always goes over the produc- 
tion logistics in breathless detail. 
Jerzy Kawalerowicz’s Quo Vadis 
really gets rolling on this. Ninety- 
five kilometres of film! Needing 
1,200 hours in editing! Seventy 
actors, 1,700 extras! One hundred 
and twenty-seven shooting days in 
Tunisia, France, Poland and Rome! 
One thousand lipsticks! Four hun- 
dred wigs! One hundred semi-wigs! 
Sixty toupees! The largest produc- 
tion in Polish film history! Eighteen 
million dollars U.S.! 


That's right, viewer. Eighteen mil- 
lion bucks for a three-hour Roman 
epic with a cast of thousands... 
that’s good value for anybody's 
money. And Quo Vadis certainly has 
its share of spectacle: the story of 
love, betrayal, and the persecution of 
the early Christians plays out against 
a backdrop of gorgeous sets and cos- 
tumes, huge crowd scenes and beau- 
tiful locations.

She’s so thor- 
oughly absorbed with honing her 
performance of The Itchy Ant that 
she grows peculiarly ant-sy. 

“She's very focused,” says 
Cathy Derkach, who’s honing her 
interpretation of Maxine for play- 
wright Stewart Lemoine’s soon-to- 
open romantic comedy, Eros and 
the Itchy Ant.

DECIDING TO SNAG A BITE BEFORE 
taking in a weekend flick, the 
Scooby Review Gang paid a visit to 

Tin Pan Alley, seeing as it was so 
conveniently on the way to the 'the- 
atre complex. 

Sitting happily right off of Calgary 
Trail, this sprawling eatery takes its 
road house status seriously while 
managing to be a comfortable din- 
ing room. Not an easy accomplish- 
ment given that such a big chunk of 
the room is taken up by a stage, but 
they do pull it off with panache and 
fistful of post-modern design touch- 
es (kitschy ‘peeling’ plaster exposing 
‘underlying’ brick et-al.). It helps 
that the room boasts loads of 
humanizing dark wood including a 


long-ish saloon-style bar and a bevy 
of cozy booths. 

Sitting down on one of the last 
available perch tables (the place was 
packed the night we went, surpris- 
ing given how early it was) we were 
impressed by the breadth of the 
menu: loads of pastas, veal dishes, 
pizzas and a nice selection of chick- 
en dishes. (Kids, this is not your 
standard watering hole fare.) 

Starting off with a half bottle of 
Bordeaux (a sipping-friendly, 
heavy-on-the-fruit Elisabeth 
Trocard) we decided to go for a cou- 
ple of standard appetizers (Calamari 
and Bruschetta) on top of a beef and 
chicken dish to see how the well the 
kitchen lives up to the full delight of 
its printed culinary promises. 

The appetizers materialized with 
an enviable speed which says much 
for the deftness of the kitchen and 
the capability of the staff which pro- 
vided us with seamless, highly per-

sonable service despite the crush of 
patrons. 

Ray and I were impressed with 
the opening salvos. 

The thick-cut Bruschetta is a 
unique take on this favourite Italian 
snack. The garlic/ olive oil /lemon 
juice-marinated, basil-rich Roma 
tomatoes and onions are served sep- 
arate from the grilled brea,d which 
not only minimizes sogginess but 
also allows you to determine exactly 
how moist you want your slices to 
be. A bracing, clean dish that’s more 
than aptly balanced. 

The kitchen also managed to give 
its Calamari a few original twists 
while keeping this dish firmly in the 
comfort food range. Full points for 
good-sized pieces and brilliant 
flavour dance of the devilish honey- 
rich sweet-hot sauce and cucumber- 
heavy Tazaki. This yin-yang combo 
played off each other perfectly and 
shows an appreciated thoughtful- 
ness and attention to detail. 

Our palates thus piqued, we were 
salivating greatly with the Steak 
Neptune and Jamaican Jerk Chicken 
were placed in front of myself and 
Ray respectively. 

Ray was happy with his heavily 
spiced chicken dish (more of a pasta 
offering than I’d have guessed, good 
quality diced chicken dripping with 
peppers and onions tossed with ten- 
der penne noodles ina Marinara 
sauce), praising its layers and 
sophistication, despite visibly sweat- 
ing by the third fork-full. 

I'm also quick to praise my triple- 
A beef offering, topped as it was 
with shrimp and Hollandaise sauce. 
The great quality thickly-cut meat is 
cooked to perfection, and served 
with a nice fan of garlic-rich roasted 
potatoes, a grilled slice of garlic 
bread, a herbed, baked tomato anda; 
medley of veggies drenched in 
Marinara sauce. Aside from the 
choice of Marinara sauce (an odd 
choice and a bit much for the dish), I 
was totally satiated by the entree as 
was Ray. 

While we shouldn’t have, we 
decide we couldn’t pass over the 
Callebaut Chocolate Pudding on the 
sweets list. Served with a decadent 
raspberry coulis, this rich dessert 
topped the meal oh-so-well, washed 
down with a cup of the house’s 
good strong joe.

I'm looking out my window 
today, and we're so lucky to have 
this serene and beautiful country 
here in Alberta. I am talking about 
the Bighorn; that is, where Don 
Sparrow put in the Forest Land Use 
Zones and Prime Protection Zones 
back in 1986. I remember when I 
went up there in the ‘50s with my 
uncles. When the oil boom came I 
took up a crusade with Sparrow and 
Fred McDougall and different guys 
that were in the regime at that time, 
to protect the Bighorn. I remember 
my uncles saying that I’m wasting 
my time going for protection. But I 
worked with Don Sparrow, sitting 
on the floor with maps, to get this 
area protected. 

We need to keep that protection, 
to save it for our children, and keep 
one small little place that’s very 
important. The reason it’s so impor- 
tant is because the warm thermal 
winds come in there and keep the 
snow off the south slope, which is 
very compatible with the elk that 
you see and every animal that’s in

there — of course grizzly bears are 
sleeping — but it’s one of the last 
strongholds for them as well. And 
you can’t ignore its importance as a 
watershed, nor its spectacular beau- 
ty. 
: I was fortunate enough to go back 
there with my uncles and relations 
and friends and stuff to see how 
precious and beautiful it was. The 
other day, one of my outfitter 

friends phoned me and said to come 
to this meeting in Sundre [Alberta 
Wilderness Association public 
forum on the Bighorn]. I just felt like 
an old soldier putting my uniform 
back on. 

If you feel passionate about this 
you need to get hold of your MLAs 
and help us.do what they should 
have done in ‘86 because it’s long 
overdue. If you think we have a 
problem now, wait 15 years, if we 
don’t have the intestinal fortitude 
here to put this into law and protect 
it also from industry because its 
such an important watershed. 

And I'd like to say in closing that 
we do not inherit the earth from 
our ancestors, we just borrow it 
from our children.

“That places Renfield where I’ve 
always identified myself,” contin- 
ues Maddin. “Alone in a room 
with a few substitutes for women, 
namely bugs and other tiny 
souls....” 

No wonder, then, that Maddin’s 





version has the men all behaving 
monstr yusly —— much moreso than 
Dracula ever does. He says that 
Stoker's novel characterizes the 
men as being very self-righteous, 
but he also notes that they’re in a 
battle for someone’s heart, so why 
would they be nice? 

Noting that Stoker’s male char- 
acters regard the sexual awaken 
ings of the women around them 
very dimly and belatedly, Maddin 
says that Dracula: Pages from a 
Virgin's Diary is about the way 
men punish all women who won't 
direct their sexual desires at them. 

“| thought it was intriguing, 
once I read the book, that it 
seemed to be a profile of Van 
Helsing, the biggest bitter virgin of 
them ail, whose job seems not to 
cleanse England of vampires, but 
to make sure that younger men 
just never got laid either.

MOVIES ABOUT MONKS AND NUNS

Unable to engage in physical labour, a lack of any edu- 
cation or trade meant Norris would be relegated to a 
life of collecting welfare.

Over the next twenty 
years, Joe Norris painted upwards of a hundred hours 
a week, covering everything in his path with his trade- 
mark brilliant colours and comforting rural scenes. By 
the time of his death in 1996, Norris had created over 
2500 pieces. 

He gained prominence only three years after com- 
pleting his first works.

the Summer Lab is what you'll be 
atter. 

According to OYR’s managing 
producer, Stephen Schroeder, the 
lab is “open to actors, dancers, 
directors, playwrights and any 
other artists from a live-perfor- 

‘d discipline.” 

," he qualifies, “it is certain- 
ational — it’s not as 
ers go off in one 

room and work on dance stuff 
and the actors go off in another 
room... It’s v ery mucha whole 
approach to live performance, 
dance and theatre.” 

You may be wondering if you’re 
the right sort of person for the 
Summer Lab, and you might well 
wonder. 

It’s not for everybody, says 
Schroeder. 

“It is a master class. It’s for 
actors . . . with advanced study or 
advanced experience in their field. 
Generally that means people who 
are already working as artists on 
quite a regular basis either profes- 
sionally or people who are mak- 
ing their life’s work at theatre and 
performance. We would consider 
people who have just finished or 
nearing completing their post-sec- 
ondary theatre or dance education 
as well.” 

What you, the performer, get is 
an intensive exposure to OYR 
style, guided by a philosophy that 
promotes a number of dicta, 
including “Good performance is 
based on economy, precision, and 
relaxation” and “There are no 
‘tules’ to the creation of good the- 
atre.” 

There aren’t too many rules 
about getting into the Summer 
Lab either, says Schroeder. 

The first thing is to let him 
know that you’re really interested. 
Then you'll get a call from artistic 
associate Denise Clarke, who'll 
gauge where you're at. Then you 
get to the part where you fill out 
the application form. 

Except that there isn’t one. 
Instead, you'll need to compile a 
portfolio — something (and any- 
thing) that represents you, accord- 
ing to the website. 

“Once your package has been 
reviewed and you've had your 
conversation with Denise,” says 
Schroeder, “we make decisions 


‘ about acceptance.” 


There is, of course, no deadline, 
but there is a limit on the number 
of participants. Spaces are filled as 
suitable applicants are found.

In this modern romance, pent- 
up frustrations are easily resolved 
by healthy doses of creamy prof- 
iteroles, Turkish coffee and Nana 
Mouskouri. Savvy Wanda and 
Eros know this: now if only their 
shy, messed-up friends could just 
get over their artistic angst and 
get it on! The plot, however 
charming, holds no surprises. 

Derkach and Kirkpatrick are 
lovely fumblers, terribly earnest 
and pleading; Somerville and 
Haslam tangy and slightly 
naughty sidekicks. The characters 
are coloured by seasoned pros, 
but no one’s stretching here: It’s a 
light-hearted stroll across the 
boards. Lemoine’s writing is at 
times genuinely funny, but by the 
end, Eros scratches like a sit-com, 
minus the slamming doors.It’s all 
sunny and fluffy sweetness — a 
bit of a cream puff.

POLITICIANS AND BUSINESS PEOPLE 
considering putting up surveil- 
lance cameras on Old Strathcona 
streets should consider what the 
federal privacy commissioner is 
doing in Kelowna. 

George Radwanski tried to get 
the RCMP in the B.C. Interior city 
to take down surveillance cameras 
last fall, but the police steadfastly 
refused, arguing that it’s what the 
public wants. Cameras were first 
used in the city’s Kasugai 
Gardens, a park that had been 
taken over by needle drug- users, 
but were later put up in other 
areas of the downtown core. 
Earlier this month Radwanski 
staged a rally in Kelowna in an 
effort to whip up public sentiment 
against the cameras.

perverse and blood-soaked swipe 
at what would seem to be a placid 
hobby. 

Leave it up to this horned cou- 
ple to turn the banalities of start- 
ing a fire, setting up a tent and 
fending off mosquitos into hilari- 
ous physical / prop comedy fare. 
(And that’s even before the fear- 
some “boolawa” shows up.) 

Needless to say, this is no 
Thoreau-esk Walden Pond 
sojourn. Almost the exact oppo- 
site: despite their desire for peace 
and quiet, the deeply frantic 
clown couple just can’t stand any 
kind of stillness, and they sabo- 
tage the prospect of a restful forest 
visit whenever it threatens to 
emerge from the wilderness. Even

“IT’S MORE FUN THAN WATCHING 
competitive skating,” says Maria 
Yakula, organizer of Edmonton’s 
second Salsa Congress. Leave the 
corn chips at home, though: this 

event is all about moving 

Salsa is a “street dance” —as 
opposed to a studio dance — that 
has ienced a global resur- 
gence in popularity. (“I think 
Ricki Martin helped a lot,” says 
Yakula.) Congresses are being 
held from Paris to Tokyo and 
exceptional instructors are so in- 
demand that they are fast becom- 
ing mini-celebrities. 

Salsa traces its roots to the 
Afro-Spanish traditions of Cuban 
music. However, it owes much of 
its popularity to the Puerto 
Ricans of New York. The word 
“salsa,” coined sometime in the 


‘60s, is an umbrella term used to 
describe a fusion of different 
thythms: the dance itself evolved 
from, among other things, the 
mambo and jive of the ‘40s — the 
best dancers were found spin- 
rting their hearts out nightly at 
New York's Palladium nightclub. 
This weekend is Edmonton’s 
chance to experience the warmth 
of these Latin rhythms.

Crazy from the heat 


Fine Argentine films burst across Metro screen this weekend 


LA CIENAGA

La Cienaga suffocates the viewer 
from the get-go. With relentlessly 
intimate camera angles and a frag- 
mented narrative, director 
Lucrecia Martel’s full-length debut 
delivers an unforgettable portrait 
of a shiftless, decaying middle- 
class family in provincial 
Argentina. 

Mecha is a woman in her mid- 
fifties who watches life through 
the bottom of a wine glass. She, 
her equally inebriated husband 
and their gloomy teenage children 
spend their days languishing in 
February’s summer heat and 


humidity. The children nap and 
watch television while the parents 
sit listlessly by the filthy pool and 
demand more ice for their drinks 
from harried servants. Everything 
around them is crumbling; their 
home, “La Mandragora” (a plant 
once used as an anesthetic), is on 
the verge of being reclaimed by 
the surrounding jungle, the water 
in the swimming pool is fetid and 
relationships within the household 
are imploding. 

In the opening scenes, Mecha’s 
pool party guests lazily scrape 
their sun chairs along the deck 
making an incredible racket. The 
sticky perspiration trapped 
between rolls of skin is palpable. 
Then as Mecha staggers around 
collecting glasses she trips and 
cuts herself badly. No one stirs. It 


is the teens and the maid Isabel 
(Andrea L6pez) who eventually 
deliver her to the surgery while 
her soused husband Gregorio 
(Martin Adjemian) blow-dries his 
hair. 

Mecha’s cousin Tali (Mercedes 
Moran) has a younger brood of 
her own to look after. She lives in 
a small house in town where there 
is no pool. Her youngest, Luciano 
(Sebastian Montagna), is terrified 
the dog next door is a giant 
“ African rat.” Tali can feel the four 
walls of her life closing in on her. 
Despite her husband Rafael’s 
(Daniel Valenzuela) touching 
attentiveness to their four children 
he is unsympathetic and control- 
ling towards his wife. Tali decides 
to beat the heat, she packs up the 
kids heads to La Mandragora for a 
day or two by the pool. 

Oppressive weather permeates 
the film. Thunder rolls almost con- 
stantly through heavy skies, inter- 
spersed by the occasional torren- 
tial downpour. If it weren’t for the 


crushing heat, maybe someone 
would get out of bed. The charac- 
ters are all at odds with the nature 
looming around them, as though it 
is the heat alone that has left them 
trapped in a downward spiral. 

And that oppressive atmosphere 
is reinforced even by absence. 
Silence rather than action is 
responsible for drama here, La 
Cienaga’s sparse soundtrack 
heightening the cloying atmost- 
phere. Sounds that punctuate that 
silence only serve to jangle the 
nerves: a ringing phone no one 
will answer, clinking ice cubes and 
scraping deckchairs provide the 
backdrop for roundabout conver- 
sations. 

It’s by eavesdropping on those 
brief exchanges and telephone 
calls that we uncover the listless 
disturbing lives of this dissolute 
middle class Argentinean house- 
hold. Martel’s outstanding screen- 
play (for which she won the 
Sundance NHK Filmmakers 
Award in 1999) has a natural, 
improvised feel. Conversations 
float around and around but most 
of the truth comes out in the 
silences between. 

The camera shifts between mer- 
cilessly scouring the characters’ 
physiques to hovering just outside 
the room — close enough for us to 
see without being noticed. Martel 
usually keeps the camera low, 
focusing on waists, hips, and pot- 
bellies. She captures a lethargic 
sensuality between the family 
members that verges on perverse. 

The largely amateur cast all give 
strong performances. Argentinean 
star Graciela Borges plays Mecha 
brilliantly, a woman constantly 
fussing with her drooping appear- 
ance while demanding the maid 
fetch her yet another drink. She is 


unpredictable, selfish, shallow and ~ 


cruel yet Borges manages imbue 
her with enough pathos that the 
audience is sorry for her doomed 
existence. 

And that sorrow lingers. A mar- 
velously poetic film, La Cienaga 
hovers in the imagination — like 
the humid atmosphere in which its 
characters slouch towards the fates 
they are too listless to avoid — for 
hours after the credits have rolled.

WHEN THE CINEMA WAS VERY 
young, a German director named 
Fritz Lang made a groundbreak- 
ing film called Metropolis. Highly 
stylized and extremely political, 
it dealt with the Jazz Age’s sim- 
mering anxieties about industrial- 
ization and the exploitation of the 
working class. 

In the late ‘40s, Japanese illus- 
trator Osamu Tezuka — known 
to us as the creator of Astro Boy 
— drew a manga with the same 
title, adopting some of the same 
themes as the classic Lang movie. 
This new Metropolis has been 
made into an animated feature 
for the 21st century, during a 
time when the imagined future 
has arrived. 

Whereas the original Metropolis’ 
plot emphasized the strained 
relationship between the indus- 
trialists and the workers (with a 
rabble-rousing lady robot to keep 
things interesting), this version 
has replaced he hosan proletari- 
at with a class of robot workers. 
Metropolis is a city where the 
privileged humans live, support- 
ed by the robot underclass as 
well as the working-class humans 
who live in the underground 
zones of the city. Duke Red, 
leader of the pro-caste-system 
Malduk party, has created the 


Ziggurat, an architectural marvel 
and the centre of finance, culture 
and politics for the city. But of 
course he’s got other, more evil 
plans in mind. Oh yes he does. 

That’s where Detective Ban 
from Japan and his nephew 
Kenichi enter the picture, sent by 
the Japanese government to find 
and extradite the extremely 
unethical scientist Dr. Laughton. 
Laughton is in cahoots with the 
Duke, creating a robot girl, Tima, 
to be the final piece in creating — 
well, you know, something evil. 
Ban and Kenichi enter a world 
where the increasingly disaffect- 
ed robots and the now-unem- 
ployed worker humans live in 
squalour, swept under the gleam- 
ing facade of the seemingly per- 
fect city. 

Even with all the narrative or 
ideological flaws, this is one hell 
of a good-looking movie. CGI 
combined with cel animation, all 
done up in that big-eyes / small 
mouth Hello Kitty style. And 
them some! The high-modernist 
design for the upper part of the 
city and the Ziggurat’s intricate 
machinery are a nod to the art- 
deco era of the orignal, all shiny 
surfaces and soaring — ahem — 
pentagonal skyscrapers.

abruptly in the middle of last 
week, it was surprisingly busy on 
Saturday night. Staff at Stars told 
SEE that while the place wasn’t 
jam-packed, it was certainly hum- 
ming with activity. : 

A whirlwind of confusion 
erupted on Feb. 26 when Douglas 
Johnson, the club’s entertainment 
manager, posted a letter on 
Indecline, an Edmonton punk 
website, in which he states cate- 
gorically, “this is not a joke — if 
you have an upcoming show 
scheduled for this establishment, 
it is now non-existent... it is with 
my deepest, sincerest pain I 
announce an untimely end to my 
own personal dream.” 

Turns out Johnson’s dream is 
very much alive, to even his sur- 
prise. Other Stars staff, panic- 
stricken after reading the letter, 
got in touch with the club’s 
owner, Loui Ang, who assured 
them it would still be open on the 
weekend. They scrambled to get 
the word out to patrons; one per- 
son we spoke to didn’t sleep for 
48 hours because she was franti- 
cally issuing more than 300 per- 
sonal emails to friends assuring 
them Stars would be open. 

On Monday Johnson sent out 
another email, this time apologiz- 
ing for the debacle. He maintains 
that “for 24 hours we were effec- 
tively closed,” but by the time the 
club’s fortunes had turned around 
the next day, he was so distraught 
he wasn’t taking any calls. 

As for suggestions that he had 
tried to sabotage the club, Johnson 
replied, “The nonsense I’m hear- 
ing, that I staged some malicious 
prank, is ridiculous...this club is a 
very important thing in my life.”

NZ apology 
lifts spirits here 
MEMBERS OF EDMONTON’S 

Chinese-Canadian community 
fighting for head-tax redress hope 
the tide of denial is finally chang- 
ing. They’re taking comfort in a 
decision by the New Zealand gov- 
ernment to apologize for impos- 
ing a special tax on all Chinese 
immigrants who arrived between 
1881 and 1934. 

Kenda Gee, a local activist and 
leader in the redress movement, 
recently went on national radio to 
discuss the links between New 
Zealand's racist policy and 
Canada’s. Both, es said, were bor- 
rowed from Australia, which was 
the first to impose a head tax on 
Chinese immigrants, but soon 
abolished it. 

In January, the New Zealand 
government issued a formal apol- 
ogy to the Chinese immigrants 
forced to pay the tax and their 
descendants. Now the process of 
redress can begin. It’s estimated 
that the amount of tax collected is 
estimated to be worth $25 million 
NZ in current value. 

Gee told SEE Magazine that over 
the 40-year period that the 
Canadian government collected a 
head tax, 81,000 new arrivals paid 
it. Redress, he said, is in the neigh- 
borhood of $1.2 billion al

JOYFUL AND CHAOTIC, MONSOON 
Wedding is itself the marriage of 
two unlikely partners. The new 
movie by Mira Nair (the director 

of Salaam Bombay! and Kama Sutra) 


matches the immediacy of a 
Dogme film with the excess of a 
Bollywood musical romance. The 
constant outbreaks of singing and 
dancing add exuberance to a 
multi-layered domestic drama. 
What's more, Nair provides a look 
at New Delhi as the city western- 
izes into a circus of cell phones, 
saris, golf foursomes, hennaed 
hands and shiny BMWs. As Nair 


said in an interview at last year’s 
Toronto International Film 
Festival, Monsoon Wedding is 
thoughtful arthouse fodder that 
also “gives you everything a 
Bollywood film gives you — you 
laugh, you cry, you come dancing 
down the aisles. What more could 
you want?” 

While a complimentary Indian 
buffet would be nice, the film itself 
offers plenty to savour. It portrays 
a wealthy Punjabi family, the 
Vermas, in the days before the 
wedding of daughter Aditi 
(Vasundhara Das). The bride has 
consented to an arranged marriage 
— with Hemant (Parvin Dabas), 
an engineer who lives in Houston 
— even though she has yet to 
entirely break off an affair with her 
boss. Meanwhile, father Lalit 
(Naseeruddin Shah) worries that 
the wedding may cause his finan- 
cial ruin, and cousin Ria (Shefali 
Shetty) harbours a secret that 
could derail the festivities. 
Elsewhere in the busy household, 
two romances blossom: University 
of Sydney student Rahul (Randeep 
Hooda) ponders a fling with the 
teenaged and tattooed Ayesha 
(Neha Dubey); and the harried 
event organizer Dubey (Vijay 
Raaz) falls for Alice (Tilotama 
Shome), the Vermas’ maid. 

The winner of the Golden Lion 
prize at Venice last year and an 
audience award winner in 
Toronto, Monsoon Wedding pre- 
sents a version of contemporary 
India that Nair herself was sur- 
prised to discover. She developed 
the film after meeting Sabrina 
Dhawan, a student in a course that 
Nair taught at Columbia in New 
York. Like Nair, Dhawan is a 
Punjabi who grew up in New 
Delhi, but the young screenwriter 
introduced Nair to a far different 
city than the one she knew. 

“She's more than 10 years 


younger than I am,” says Nair, 
“and what was really startling to 
me about her perception of New 
Delhi was the whole new amorali- 
ty to it, the sexuality of that 
younger lot. I did not know what 
was going on in the bedrooms, 
back streets and universities as 
much as she did. It’s amazing 
what's going on and the movie's 
totally there.” 

To Nair, the beauty of India is 
that it is always changing. “We are 
always open to so much,” she says, 
“first from the British, then the so- 
called American globalization and 
cultural imperialism. If there’s any 
country that can withstand it, it’s 
India. For centuries, we've assimi- 
lated, absorbed, manipulated, 
twisted, plagiarized and made 
something from all that that is 
inimitably Indian — that's really 
the fact of it. I believe maybe that’s 
because the foundation of the 
older culture is so strong, that all 
these layers — the tattoos and the 
Guccis and the amorality — can 
co-exist. It’s like someone who 
wears miniskirts in the morning 
and bejewelled saris at night.” 

Likewise, Monsoon Wedding 
absorbs several movie modes to 
create something uniquely Indian. 
Nair was excited to try the “lean 
and mean” approach, making the 
film with a small, tight-knit crew 
ona short shooting schedule.

Using the restrictions of 
the Dogme 95 manifesto (hand-held, 
natural light, etc.) to their best advan- 
tage, he keeps the action intensely per- 
sonal. Kira's Reason is emotionally 
draining, yet Madsen, who treats a diffi- 
cult subject with great compassion, 
keeps the audience hanging on, like 
Kira’s dedicated family, trusting it will all

Shot secretly in Beijing, Hong Kong 
filmmaker Stanley Kwan's Lan Yu — the 
screen adaptation of an undergound cult 
gay romance novel — presents a years- 
long love story: when swaggering entre- 
preneur Hangdong sets himself up as 
naive architecture student Lan Yu's 
sugar daddy, he begins a troubled affair 
that will play out through love and 
tragedy against the change and chaos of 
post-Tiananmen China.

“You don’t know why he’s like 
the way he is, but something’s 
happened to Curley in the past,” 
continues the 36-year-old per- 
former who started his career in 
his teens, singing and playing in 
Quebec-based rock bands.

“I'm appalled that there are still 
school systems that seek to ban 
this work in this province,” he 
says. “It should be on mandatory 
reading list as far as I’m con- 
cerned.”

Her tiny cast of 
eight will be using masks to help 
swell their ranks. Most of the 
actors are playing two or three 
characters and masks allow for 
quick backstage transformations 

Schwartz’ fascination with 


masks and puppets dates back to 
the Fringe of 2000 when she 
worked with Ronnie Burkett on 
Harold the Bastard. “That got me 
fairly excited about where you 
could take masks and puppetry,’ 
says Schwartz, who sees this as a 
new direction for her work. “The 
more of this I do, the more excited 
about it I am, and the more I see 
possibilities. ” 

She wanted the power of the 
masks to come from the actor's 
imaginations; she introduced a 
“craft night” into the rehearsal 
schedule, where the players 
designed and constructed their 
own masks. Schwartz offered a 
basic outlines, but the finished 
products extended “mostly out of 
the actors imaginations,” she says. 
“Sometimes they followed the — 
original plan, but more often than 


notthey took on-theimowndifeGox 


Only the principal characters, 
Titania and Oberon, remain 
unmasked. Schwartz felt it was 
essential: “They go through so 
many phases of love and emo- 
tion,” she says. “I wanted to show 
them as two people whose souls 
are open.” Schwartz is keeping 
her royal fairies grounded in this 
production: Oberon and a very 
pregnant Titania represent “earth- 
mother and earth-father.” 

Schwartz used this production 


as an opportunity “to cross polli- 
nate” Edmonton's theatre commu- 
nity. “When asting, I was 
really focused on choosing people 
from different circles,” says

IT’S HARD TO BELIEVE, GIVEN ITS 
super-central Old Strathcona loca- 
tion and congenial menu, that the 
Scooby Review Gang hadn't paid 
a visit to the Three Muskateers 
Restaurant in months.

Is it bad form to suggest 
protection for cunnilingus?

Vaughn, Paiz make your choices easy 


IT WAS MENTIONED A COUPLE OF 
weeks ago that bluesman Mark 
Hummel has been touring 
through this territory for a num- 
ber of years now. This week 
Edmonton blues fans can wel- 
come yet another familiar face 
who long ago established himself 
in this market place. Maurice 
John Vaughn has played just 
about every conceivable venue 
that has ever supported blues 
music since he first pulled into 
town back in the mid-80s. 

When he first started playing 
joints like the Ambassador, he 
was a member of the Alligator 
Records stable, the Chicago label 
that picked up his independently 
produced Generic Blues album. 
That same label also picked one of 
his tunes to appear on a hot and 
beautifully packaged compilation 
released in ‘87, titled The New 
Bluebloods/The Next Generation of 
Chicago Blues, and that association 
with Alligator definitely didn’t 
hurt Vaughn’s profile. 

While the guitarist, bandleader 
and vocalist hasn't exactly been 
the most prolific of recording 
artists over the past decade, he’s 
always kept touring, and it’s 
apparent he’s focused on keeping 
the road act in tip top shape. 

Playing through Saturday night 
at Blues On Whyte, Vaughn and 
his three-piece touring band, aug- 


mented by local blues keyboard 
ace Graham Guest, continue to be 
a reliable outfit that keeps things 
interesting as a night unfolds over 
the course of three sets. 

Who else has a core quartet 
where trombone is the fourth 
instrument? It’s a sound that, no 
matter what the groove or refer- 
ence point, continually adds a 
New Orleans dimension to the 
proceedings. Toss in the main 
man’s creative guitar solos, which 
at times comfortably spin a coun- 
try-blues riff into a Texas-influ- 
enced run, and this is anything 
but generic. 

Vaughn, who is now approach- 
ing the half-century mark, is also a 
warm, sincere and confident 
frontman who easily connects 
with a crowd on a personal level 
between numbers. He did just that 
Monday night during a sequence 
of tunes that started with a bone- 
rattling take of Shake Your Money 
Maker. He then slipped into an 
original number titled Game Over 
that fused Chicago blues with a 
Crusaders-like feel, before dishing 
out a double-dose of tunes that 
headed straight for Howlin’ Wolf 
territory. The first was another 
Maurice John original, titled / 
Don’t Care, that he dedicated to 
the legendary blues figure and 
that flowed into a very inspired 
take of Smokestack Lightnin’. On 





the latter number, the rhythm sec- 
tion fired up, then sat ona thick, 
hypnotic groove. 

If Monday night was hot, the 
weekend should be scorching and 
at a $3 cover charge it’s pretty 
hard to lose, even if you choose to 
just stay for a set.

Master percussionist Tilo Paiz 
has mentioned on more than one 
occasion that he wanted to get 
around to putting together an 
evening of music based around 
pieces by the late Tito Puente. 

Well that time has come, and 
this weekend the Yardbird Suite 
should be cooking as the timbale 
player leads a hot band that 
includes Bob Tildesley on trum- 
pet, Brett Miles on sax, Andrew 
Glover on keys and Jose Ribhol on 
congas. 

You want infectious, good-time 
music that gives everyone on 
stage room to stretch out, this is 
what the doctor likely ordered. 

We’ve mentioned here that 
large crowds have been consis- 
tently turning out for Yardbird 
engagements this season and this 
booking should be another slam 
dunk at the box office. Tickets for 
members are only $6 and the 
cover is $10 for guests. As usual 
the band hits the stage at 9 bells 
both Friday and Saturday nights.

Jim Bryson escapes genre constraints; 
Martin Mayer does it for charity

JIM BRYSON IS BURNED OUT FROM 


an endless tour that literally just 
deposited him back in Canada 
after a solo jaunt of Europe. So 
wiped out, in fact, that he doesn’t 
know which city he’s calling. 

“Nobody told me,” he protests 
in a weary voice. “They just gave 
me a number and said to phone. 
I’m a little burned,” he finishes 
apologetically. 

It could be said that Bryson has 
been on a perpetual tour since his 
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days with the pop punk outfit 
Punchbuggy, so it’s not surprising 
he’s tired. Ever since going solo, 
Bryson has been continuously on 
the road, sometimes armed with 
just an acoustic guitar, other times 
with a full band, moving from 
Neil Young and Crazy Horse style 
rave-ups to sweet acoustic num- 
bers. It’s a nice change from the 
genre constraints of pop punk, 
and that suits Bryson just fine. 

“It really does free you. You can 
do anything you want. I don’t 
think I’m exercising absolute free- 
dom in what I’m playing, but cer- 
tainly the opportunity is there.” 

Although, with pop punk still 
enjoying commercial success, it 
could be argued that Bryson 
should have kept at it a while 
longer. 

“Yeah, you're sure right. I never 
thought about that, I should have 
stuck with it,” he deadpans over 
the phone. “I guess this wasn’t a 
strategic move.” 

BBC deejay Bob Harris certainly 
disagrees. He’s been a big sup- 
porter of Bryson’s, singling out his 
album, Jim Bryson and the 
Occasionals, for extra-attention on 
his show. 

“He’s on par with John Peel,” 
explains the singer, “he’s been a 
DJ for 25 years, and he just 
jumped on it and played it all the 
time. And then I got all these e- 
mails, like 60 or 70 e-mails for 
records.” Intrigued, Bryson trav- 
eled to Britain, where he found an 
audience ready made for his 
melancholy tunes. 

“It's been great, but it’s sort of 
weird. The only music that you 
can play in Britain, going from 
town to town, is singer-songwriter 
roots music. You can play in little 
places and people will come out, 
because there’s a genuine interest. 
And people really listen.”

Despite the international! 
acclaim, the film has the distinct 
stamp of the local. Ninety per cent 
of the cast and crew are from the 
area, including Tulugarjuk. She 
plays Puja, the manipulative sec- 
ond wife of Atanarjuat and the 
sister of his archenemy Oki. 

“Thad a choice between playing 
Atuat, the first wife, or Puja.I 
chose Puja because she was more 
challenging for me.” Indeed, all 
of the characters are complex, 
flawed but redeemable. Perhaps 
this is why the film is getting so 
much attention: a potboiler plot, 
gorgeous imagery and an authen- 
tic and detailed study of how life 
was lived in the Arctic centuries 
ago. 

“T learned about my own cul- 
ture. I thought I knew, but seeing 
how our ancestors lived hundreds 
of years ago, even some of the 
words are different. I also learned 
how the production works. Paul 
was testing us to see how willing 
we all were. In April it’s still cold 
and dark, but we had to get up at 
two a.m., and by four we had to 
go out to the campsite. It was fun 
and exciting,” 

Along with most of the cast, this 
was Tulugarjuk’s first time acting 
professionally, outside of high 
school and a short drama she pro- 
duced for youth about preventing 
suicide. Not bad for this small- 
town mother of three who was at 
first reluctant to leave her day job. 

“I wanted to stick with my 
office work, but Paul said, ‘if you 
act with us I'll give you your job 
back.’ I’m honoured to be part of 
the history we made. We always 
heard stories of how our ancestors 
lived and how they survived, but 
it’s different to be acting it. I think 
we learn more by the visuals, by 
seeing it. It will be good for future 
generations. I’m glad I did it, I 
hope I can do it again. If I get

A SUSPENSE DRAMA, CHARACTER 
study and social commentary that 
grips you right away and doesn’t 
let go, Aaron Cohen's Debt is one of 
the best movies I’ve seen in ages. 
Playing as part of Metro Cinema’s 
Conteporary Israeli Film program, 
Amalia Margolin’s made-for-TV 
film is not to be missed. 

Based on true events, Aaron 
Cohen’s Debt is the story of 
Aaron’s mistaken arrest, his 
increasing desperation in his hold- 
ing cell as his medical condition (a 
life-threatening chronic ulcer) 
deteriorates, and his daughter's 
frantic attempts to untangle the 
bureaucratic snafu and have her 
father released. Opening with a 
scene of relaxed, intimate jollity— 
Aaron’s birthday party — the film 
descends with perfect pacing into 
a nightmare of frustration and 
institutional indifference. Director 
Amalia Margolin’s non-linear 
style whipcracks back and forth: 
over the events of the fateful day, 
laying down a feeling of 
inevitable doom without destroy- 


ing the suspense. 

The key to making it all work is 
the masterful performance of 
Moshe Ivgi in the title role. 
Initially cracking jokes and play- 


fully teasing the guards, confident 


that this silly mix-up will be 
resolved in time for him to catch 
the night's basketball game, Ivgi’s 
laid-back bon vivant Aaron gradu- 
ally gives over to fear and humili- 


ation as he slowly dies without his 


medication. The sense of human 
joy — and human suffering — he 
brings to his interactions with his 
cellmates is wonderful. 

Although it’s basically a prison 
tragedy, a man’s death in the 
hands of the police, the cops in 
Aaron Cohen's Debt aren't por- 
trayed as evil. Rather, the film is a 
commentary on the possibly fatal 
consequences of an indifferent or 
“don’t worry about it” attitude — 
on the part of both the police and 
Cohen, and by extension ever- 
body. Even as the cops scramble 


in the wake of Cohen’s death — to 


the point trying to coerce false 
statements — the feeling is des- 
perate ass-covering as opposed to 
systematic evil. 

Also part of the Contemporary 
Israeli Film series is 1997's Pick A 
Card, a romantic comedy of sorts 
directed by Julie Shles. The story

Our hero’s got 
to have more drive, more narra- 
tive arc, as they say. So this time 
out, he has a:purpose: to try to save 
his girlfriend by going back in — 
time. Except he finds he can’t, so 
now he’s trying to find out why 
“you can’t change the past.” 

The thing is, you could doa 
movie about a guy who’s trying to 
use his time machine to save his 
lover, no problem. But it wouldn’t 
be The Time Machine. In other 
words, there’s no real reason why 
that story would have anything to 
do with going 798,000 years into 
the future to fight monsters, even 
if you do see Jeremy Irons at the 
end. 

Plus, frankly, the movie's extra 
“stuff” just isn’t any good. For 
instance, maybe you were won- 
dering if the 7-Up guy, Orlando 
Jones, was as irritating in the 
movie as he is in the trailer.

Anchor Bay's new Evil Dead reissue has all 
the bells and whistles. And it reeks!

release from Anchor Bay really 
stinks. 

Now, calm your film-nerd 
rage and restrain yourself from 
the Internet for a minute 
because it’s the reek of success- 
ful DVD packaging. Specifically, 
it’s the weird carpet-underlay 
stench of the foam 3-D Book of 
the Dead cover that contains 
Anchor Bay’s most ambitious 
release of Sam Raimi’s wildly 
popular feature-length debut. 

The genuinely scary and out- 
rageously gory staple of any 
cult fan’s collection has been 
repackaged and sold in so many 
versions that the company real- 
ly had to dig deep to sucker 
buyers yet again. This time they 
enlisted Tom Sullivan, the 
effects guy for The Evil Dead, 
who designed the prop 
Necronomicom (AKA Book of the 
Dead) that features in all three 
Evil Dead films. Sullivan recon- 
structed an approximation of 
the textured tome that is “writ- 
ten in human blood and bound 
with human skin,” which makes 
this version hard to pass up for 
its campy packaging alone. 

But scary-face binding, 20 
pages of spooky drawings,and a 
booklet on the many versions of 
the film amount to little if the 
actual DVD sucks Deadite ass. 
Thankfully, it doesn’t. 

Most importantly, the picture 


quality of the film is solid — not 
spectacular, but considering the 
B-grade origins, the print is 
sharp. It’s also matted to its 
original theatre release aspect 
ratio of 1.85:1 to best exploit the 
frame and to minimize the 
intrusion of boom mikes. 

In terms of audio, the sound 
quality is about as good as it 
could be coming from mono 
source tapes, but if you're a 
speaker junkie, it’s equi pped 
with Dolby Digital 5.1 EX and 
DTS 6.1 ES. At the very least, it 
preserves Joe Lo Duca’s score, 

So the essentials are in place, 
but it’s the extras that'll make 
most fans bite. The Book of the 
Dead version doesn’t offer too 
much that hasn't been previous- 
ly released on laser disc, or 
other Anchor Bay special edi- 
tions. However, it does have a 
26-minute documentary by star 
Bruce Campbell called Fanalysis. 
Campbell's video project takes a 
brief look at the intensity of 
some cult followers of Xena: 
Warrior Princess, Anime, Sci-Fi, 
and The Evil Dead. It employs a 
balanced approach throu 
both his eyes and those of the 
fans that frequent conventions 
where Campbell speaks. 

The two commentaries, by 
Raimi and producer Rob Tapert 
and then by Campbell, are hit- 
and-miss, with several interest- 
ing anecdotes about filming 
under adverse conditions and 
some playful jabs at the ama- 
teurish feel of original film. 
Neither is new however, being

favourite tricks of cheese-

y, dramatic irony, end- 
less undulations of word ‘play’ — 
all in the creation of clownishl} 
simple but lovable characters who 
betray an unthreatening but satis- 
fying touch of wisdom. The guy 
has brilliantly cornered (for 400 
years) the audience you depend 
on, those benevolently uncompli- 
cated theatre-lovers who arrive 
prepared to enjoy the stage simply 
as cue for their imaginations and 
generous desire to laugh. 

A Midsummer Night's Dream 
explores exactly this power of 
imagination, and the play’s cur- 
rent production by Edmonton’s 
Sound and Fury Theatre is quin- 
tessential grassroots theatre. 
Where else on a Saturday night 
could you sit with blue-hairs, high 
school English students, and 
youngsters who might rather have 
played their Gameboys, and all 
laugh together in such a cultured 
yet friends-and-family way? 

Overall I found this version of 
Dream to be satisfying, but I also 
felt that Laurissa Kalinowsky’s 
Hermia was rarely listening to her 
fellows players. Jason Smeraka’s 
performance of Demetrius grew to 
be engaging by the end of Act Ill, 
but opened flat. And Matt 
Boisvert seemed the most com- 
pelled, much like the ‘mechani- 
cals’ in the play within the play, to 
suspend all suspension of disbe- 
lief. What's with all the mugging, 
and especially all the squinting? 
Open up your face, man! When 
you do, there are moments of sin- 
cerity and charm; when you don't, 
you're hiding behind a mask. 

In fact, the show uses masks to

portray the play’s many charac- 
ters with fewer actors. While this 
choice sometimes overwhelmed 
the characterizations (Quince’s 
mask was distractingly Ferengi- 
like), a few worked wonderfully. 
Hats off too to Schwartz and 
Linda Knopke for the show’s 
design; even with modest set and 
costumes, there was just enough 
to touch off the imagination. 

Schwartz has obviously made 
certain that Shakespeare’s words 
be allowed to speak for them- 
selves, but the voice of Curtis 
Knecht, whose very stature befits 
the bard, not only has the diction 
and depth to,anchor Anthony's 
football team, he somehow man- 
ages to make a very snuggly Snug. 
Angela Pagano sparkles as 
Helena, delightfully dynamic and 
truthful; were it not for Andrew 
Mecready’s truly riotous perfor- 
mance as Bottom, she'd steal the 
show.

To spice it 
up a little, he mixed ads from, for 
example, children’s aid programs 
with promotional material for face 
creams, weight-loss supplements, 
cars, and diamonds. While view- 
ers watch a blissfully average 
mom clean her generic suburban 
home, a voice pleads for only a 
few dollars a day. Neil wants to 
explore the differences and simi- 
larities between the two advertis- 
ing forms. “I was looking to see 
what kind of archetypes advertis- 
ing has within it and what type of 
constructs it sets up.” 

To create a little cognitive disso- 
nance, Neil felt it was critical that 
his video montages utilize the lan- 
guage of advertisers while deliv- 
ering the seemingly contradictory 
message that “things are not 
alright”. Advertisers have manip- 
ulated our relationship with reali- 
ty, he says: “Our priorities are 
wrong. As a society we are out of 
control in a number of different 
areas. We believe in the commer- 
cial model of how to engage with 
reality.” 

His collages move from soci- 
ety’s demand for goods to the 
problems of supply. Neil attacks

FOR THOSE WHO CONSIDER MIXED 
martial arts the moral equivalent of 
dog fighting, the people behind this 
weekend's Maximum Fighting 
Championships card at the 
Northlands Agricom have a mes- 
sage for you: it’s not at all what you 
think. 

“This isn’t like the old Tough Guy 
competitions, where you pay all 
comers to go out and beat the hell 
out of each other,” explained MFC 
spokesman Mike Newton. “These 
guys are highly trained, professional 
fighters competing in a professional 
environment.” 

Mixed martial arts — the catch-all 
name for such competitions — has 
been struggling to escape its own 
history. Its roots go back to Tough 
Guy competitions, in which a 
town’s toughest barroom brawlers 
were pitted against each other for 
prize money. The first attempts to 
legitimize it were hampered by 
fighters savagely mangling each 
other. When one man was killed in 
an Ultimate Fighting Championship 
competition, legislators across the 
continent rushed to ban events in 
their jurisdictions. 

The road to legitimacy has been a 
long one, particularly in Canada. 
Such events have only been made 
legal here in the past 18 months, and 
then only under strict safety regula- 
tions. 5 

This weekend's event, only the 
third promoted by Edmonton’s 
MFC, is sanctioned by the Alberta 
Boxing Commission. The commis- 
sion has helped establish the rules of 
combat, which include: 

no head-butting. 

@ no groin attacks. 

W no intentionally inserting fin- 

gers in opponents’ orifices 
(including lacerations).

CHRISTINE FELLOWS NEEDS A TOUR 
manager — desperately. Though the 
middle of the Toronto and 
Saskatoon dates on her Canadian 
tour for The Last One Standing 
should place her someplace in west- 
ern Ontario or Manitoba, Fellows 
finds herself in Houston, Texas, en 
route to Austin for its annual South 
by Southwest Festival. 

“It's a bit stressful,” she under- 
states, “kind of plopped right in the 
middle of the tour. I’ve just spent all 
day on the phone, trying to arrange 
pee and rental cars and figure out 

ow I'm going to get to Austin in 
time for my showcase tomorrow 
and I'm ina total panic. I now 
there’s nothing I can do about it — 
whatever happens, happens — but I 
still worry.” 

But it isn’t just the nuts and bolts 
of touring in support of a new 
album that can be so beleaguering: 
sometimes it’s the talking about it 
on the phone with strangers. For 
though it may be brand new to the 
likes of me and you, The Last One 
Standing is old news for Fellows and 
it's been awhile since she’s even lis- 
tened to the record. 

“I don’t need to listen to it any- 








more. I’ve microscoped it enough,” 
she says. “But then it’s weird when 
I'm talking to. people who have only 
just heard it for the first time. I have 
a hard time talking about it because 
I don’t remember a lot of the 
specifics. It would be better to 
record it, keep it under wraps fora 
couple of years before I released it 
and then I could listen to it fresh like 
everybody else can.” 

Fortunately for Fellows, what she 
does recall of this album’s process is 
all pleasant now. Fueled by a recon- 
sideration of the piano, the instru- 
ment with which she parted, on bad 
terms, nine years ago, The Last One 
Standing took two years to write. 
But if Fellows was going to have the 
same band backing her up as the 
one that made her first, 2 Little Birds 
so transcendent, it had to come 
together during a comparatively 
small window of opportunity. 

“All the musicians I used (the 
Weakerthans’ John Samson and 
Jason Tait, string section Leanne 
Zacharias and Monica Guenter and 
mandolin player Keith MacLeod) 
are from Winnipeg, but they don’t 
live there anymore. We didn’t have 
much time to rehearse, but every- 
body came in and just did exactly 
what I had hoped they would do; So 
it was a positive experience and we 
still had time left over to screw 
around and just try stuff.

CONTRARY TO BELIEF, FORMER 
child superstar Billy Cowsill of 
Cowsill Family fame will talk 
about the past. But why bother? It 
would be a waste of time talking 
about the records he made 35 
years ago, when he has one that 
was released a few weeks ago and 
is flying off the shelves. 

The Co-Dependents’ Live 
Recording Event is just as the name 
states. Cowsill, along with 
Calgary music biz stalwarts Tim 
Leacock, Ross Watson and Steve 
Pineo, make up the band. The 
brisk sales are a testimony to the 
group’s popularity live. 

“We tried to just capture the gig 
— it was three days of fun ina 
deluxe ’50s truck stop, and cost 
about a dollar to record. We chose 
[the Mecca Café] because it just so 
happens that the ambience of the 
place was conducive to our sound. 
We are not loud, we rely heavily 
on the singing and performances. 
It has these lacquered walls, 
cement, wood floors — it would 
make a wonderful recording stu- 
dio,” Cowsill enthuses. “Also, 
[producer /engineer] Miles 
Wilkinson from Nashville was 
instrumental in getting those 
sounds and making it authentic.” 

This authenticity is also due in 
no small part to Cowsill who is, in 
fact, the real deal. A pure rock and 
roll singer, in line with the greats- 
from the King himself on down. 
Cowsill’s packed what could have 
been several careers into one thus 
far, from his first foray with his 
family band (after which the 
Partridge Family was fashioned), 
to Vancouver's Train Wreck with 
Lindsey Mitchell, Elmar Spanier 
and Chris Nordquist, to Blue 
Northern, to the infamous Blue 
Shadows. 

Cowsill has said he feels the 
Blue Shadows was the best band 
he was ever in, but how could it 
work with three vegetarians and a 
junkie? Now, Cowsill wasn’t the

one eating tofu but on stage he 
and co-singer Jeffery Hatcher 
were like Don and Phil or Bill and 
Bobby. 

The music industry almost lost 
one of its MVP’s when Cowsill 
went on sabbatical after a bad 
back caused him to collapse on 
stage. 

“No, I had retired, that was it, I 
had to shut down. Stone cold 
sober, I fell on stage and said 
that’s it... was embarrassed, and I 
certainly was NOT going to sit 
down to play rock and roll...” 

Almost half-way through a psy- 
chology degree, (which he found 
therapeutic because it helped him 
unravel himself) Cowsill had suc- 
cessful back surgery and is back 
on top of his game. Lucky for us.

GIVEN THE CURRENT LATE WINTER 
deep freeze we're experiencing, it 
isn’t difficult to fantasize about 
warmer climes and times and 
anticipate the summer months. 

Judging by the names of acts 
that have made their way onto 
Pollstar concerning the folk and 
blues festivals, we've got a lot to 
look forward to on that front. 

After an incredible 35 years as 
one of the great bands in the histo- 
ry of folk and folk-rock music, it 
looks as though Fairport 
Convention are finally going to 
make a trip through our province. 

The band, founded by what 
would become an all-star group of 
players and singers including 
Richard Thompson, Ashley 
Hutchings and Ian Matthews, has 
rarely played Canada, let alone 
Alberta, although interestingly 
enough the current Fairport line- 
up will be in Toronto on April 4 
before heading down the eastern 
seaboard of the States. 

The scoop is that the band will 
play two dates, including one here 
sometime in July. 

It’s not as though we haven't 
had any ag yer to Fairport 
alumni in the past. For instance, 
Hutchings, played the Folk 
Festival vith the Albion Band, 
while fiddler Dave Swarbrick 
turned in a memorable show with 
Martin Carthy at the old Media 
Club in the ‘80s. Guitarist Jerry 
Donahue, who worked with

But David Fox had already 
given up on having a part in The 
Drawer Boy — this despite the fact 
that he’d been involved in the 
agri-theatrical experiment that 
gave the play its spark. Back in 
1972, he’d ventured into the wilds 
of rural Ontario with a theatre col- 
lective, there to talk to farmers 
about their lives and work as 
background for a play. They pre- 
miered the finished work, The 
Farm Show, in a barn for their 
agrarian correspondents. 

In 1995, playwright Michael 
Healy met some of those corre- 
spondents, still touched by the 
experience 25 years later. That 
was the impetus for The Drawer 
Boy, the off-the-wall yet down-to- 
earth story of two brothers visited 
by a young actor, Miles, keen to 
observe the ways of farm life. 
Brother Angus has a particularly 
bad case of amnesia, both for the 
past and the present. Brother 
Morgan is wary of the young visi- 
tor, and with good reason: his 
presence disrupts the routines that 
the siblings have established for 
themselves — disrupts them deci- 
sively. “Essentially,” says David 
Fox, “[Healy’s] talking about the 
power of theatre to restore us to 
ourselves — on a personal basis 
and ona national scale.”

NeWest celebrate 25 years in publishing 


41S REVOLUTION STARTED AT A

lunteers from the four western 
rovinces. They do all the solicit- 
ig and reading of manuscripts. 
Since those heady early days, 
er 205 books have been pub-

lished. The content varies widely 
from fiction, poetry, drama and 
criticism, to western Canadian 
history, politics, native issues, 
biography and contemporary 
social issues. 

“Proudly serving Canadian cul- 
ture and the western perspective 
ever since,” chuckles Barbour. It’s 
all part of the mandate to pro- 
mote works by and about western 
Canadians. To that end, NeWest 
began the Nunatak Fiction series 
in 1989. (Nunatak means moun- 
tains that stick up from the ice in 
Inuit.) This series includes the 
multi award-winning books 
Icefields by Thomas Wharton and 
Chorus of Mushrooms by Hiromi 
Goto, which Weibe edited. The 
series also introduced first fiction 
by writers like Robert Budde, 
Joan Crate and Méira Cook. 

Goto, in an e-mail from 
Calgary, says being published by 
NeWest was a “blessing” because 
larger publishers would have 
shied away from the “non-tradi- 
tional form” of her first book. She 
says small presses offer a nurtur- 
ing environment where new writ- 
ers are given the space and sup- 
port to explore their voices. “If 
there’s a soul in the publishing 
business,” Goto writes, “you'll 
only find it in small, progressive 
literary presses.”

Writer as Critic, which features 
collections of critical essays by 
such authors as Daphne Marlatt, 
Phyllis Webb and Barbour him- 
self. Fred Wah’s Faking It won the 
prestigious Gabrielle Roy Prize in 
2001. The Prairie Play series was 
started by the owner of that infa- 
mous kitchen, Diane Bessai (her- 
self currently on the board of 
directors), and includes the 
Governor General’s Award-win- 
ning play Blood Relations by 
Sharon Pollock, as well as work 
by internationally renowned 
playwright Brad Fraser. 

Despite the awards and acco- 
lades, both Barbour and general 
manger Ruth Linka note the woes 
of the last couple of years. The 
book industry has been ham- 
mered by the implosion of 
Chapters. But Linka says she 
remains cautiously optimistic 
because of the dedication she sees 
around her. “People in publish- 
ing,” she says, “just know how to 
persevere.” Echoing Goto, Linka 
says she’s excited by NeWest’s 
ongoing commitment to finding 
new writers, especially from 
within the community. “We’re 





helping to develop and protect 
Canadian culture.” Weibe notes 
that in the early 1980s it was 
almost impossible for first-time 
authors to get published. NeWest 
changed all that. It took another 
decade for the bigger publishers 
to climb on the new-writer band- 
wagon. NeWest kriew all along , 
says Linka, that “Our market, our 
readers, our writers are in our 
backyard.” Regional writing has 
never looked or sold better. 

Sadly, with the small presses, 
says Barbour, if a writer does 
well, the big presses come knock- 
ing. They can pay much bigger 
advances to the waiters. He and. 
Weibe call it a natural progres- 
sion. Yet it must be a little bitter- 
sweet finding, developing and 
fostering fledgling writers, only 
to watch them fly the coop later. 
“We're not trying to hold on to 
writers,” Barbour laughs, “we're 
trying to nurture them.” Happy 
anniversary to those long-ago 
radicals who had the fortitude 
and foresight to teil the stories 
that need to be told, right here in 
the prairies.

The acting is subtle and 
balanced; the characters revealing 
their trepidation and tenderness 
for one another through small ges- 
tures and timid smiles. The story 
focuses on the deepening trust 
between the two older women, 
who are both afraid to form a 
stronger bond. Petite Madeleine’s 
character is less evolved: she is a 
daydreamer on a quest for the 
freedom to choose her own path. 
She constantly listens for her 
father’s voice whispering to her 
over the water. 

The faint murmurs petite 
Madeleine does hear dancing 
around her are stirring, as are the 
scenes devoid of soundtrack 
where noises seem to bounce 
around an empty room. But direc- 
tor Guylaine Dionne interrupts 
her most poignant moments with 
blasts of choral music. The urgent 
voices, rising to a deafening 
crescendo, overwhelm the delicate 
layers of emotion the actors have 
so carefully woven together.

IF THERE IS ONE THING THAT 
Canada and the United States 
have in common, it is sheer physi- 
cal size, the expanse of space. The 
union of each state to the other is 
political and symbolic, but the 
actual linking of sea to sea was 
originally via rail — a romance for 
the most part lost in favour of the 
highway in the later half of the 
20th century. Color of a Brisk and 
Leaping Day is about that transi- 
tion, of times that fade in spite of 
the sacrifices made to build those 
legacies. 

John Lee (Peter Alexander) is a 
civil engineer-turned-trolley 
mechanic in San Francisco at the 
end of the Second World War, a 
job that pales in comparison to the 
railways that he loves. When he 
discovers that the Yosemite Valley 
line in Northern California is 
about to be shut down, he scram- 
bles for investors to save it. Along 
with the elderly superintendent 
Robinson (Henry Gibson) and its

Color of a Brisk and Leaping Day i 
a love poem to the fading days of 
the railway, but it is also a techni- 
cal curiosity in that it matches the 
drama (shot in black and white) 
with archival footage. The two are 
indistinguishable — whether it is 
the cinematography or the 
restoration of the old prints, it is 
this achievement that garnered it 
atterition at the Sundance Film 
Festival in 1995 

Unfortunately, the story and the 
performances seem like an after- 
thought to this stunt. A film like 
this requires broad brushstrokes 
of mood and imagery, but the 

script overambitiously tries to add 
romance, noir, and psychological 
elements outside the most impor- 
tant parts of John’s character 
development, and it raises issues 
about America’s racist history 
without adequately dealing with 
them. 

A running subtext to his love of 
the railway is John’s inability to 
connect with people he should be 
close to. He is estranged from his 
Chinese father, who is the son of 
one of the original railroad work- 
ers who built the mountain passes 








with nothing more than hand 
tools. His mother is a French 
woman who is like a ghost in his 
life, shooting enigmatic gazes 
toward her two children, but 
remaining otherwise detached. 
There are intimations of incest 
between John and his sister, but 
the narrative fails to explain the 
history of this and pretty much 
lets the relationship drop as soon 
as John leaves home. A spurned 
fiancée is introduced but forgot- 
ten, and a potentially interesting 
affair with the Native American 
park ranger ends as abruptly as it 
begins. John is running away from 
too many problems, it seems, 
which is a shame because it clut- 
ters the film. By trying to be more, 
it doesn’t even quite manage to be 
enough of anything. 

Where the movie fails as a nar- 
rative, the visual aspects of the 
film compensate. Waterfalls look 
like engine steam, light is used to 
paint a profile of a pretty girl with 
a white flower in her hair. But 
again, it’s not quite enough. The 
title, Color of a Brisk and Leaping 
Day, is pulled from a poem by 
Octavio Paz, but this film tries to 
be an essay or novel when it 
should be content with being 
poetic.

AN UTTERLY EMPTY EXPERIENCE 
on every level, Blade II is, nonethe- 
less, memorably disgusting and 
more than competently made by 
Mexican director Guillermo Del 
Toro, whose previous vampire 
film, Cronos, in no way anticipates 
this vampire film. Blade IT doesn’t 
compare favourably with Cronos, 
which was quirky and gross in 
appealing measure.

smelling herbs of the lily family: 
onions, shallots, garlic, scallions 
and leeks. More on this later. 
Practitioners, however, are 
allowed a little more leeway. 
There are special terms for those 
3uddhists who restrict their diet 
only in the morning (chi tsao chat) 
or those who avoid meat only on 
the‘first and 15th of each month 
(chuyi shihwu). History lesson 
done, what it all means is that 
Buddhists became very creative 
dreaming up non-meat dishes to 
satisfy any lingering meat crav- 
ings. 

Case in point. The owners of the 
Oriental Veggie House, originally 
from Hong Kong, crossed the 
Pacific about six years ago, and 
outfitted with their chef's knives 
and Buddhist beliefs, set up camp 
in an unassuming strip mall in 
Chinatown. After all this time, the 
focus is still on the food and not 
the decor. That aside, the Veggie 
House is also one of the few 
restaurants in the city that is whol- 
ly vegetarian (and vegan-friend- 
ly). Meat is substituted with clev- 
erly shaped bean curd, wheat 
gluten or taro root. Given the abil- 
ity of gluten and soy to absorb 
flavours, they taste like the main 
seasoning in a dish as opposed to 
tasting like one is chewing ona 
lump of flour or paste. 

As a starter, the pan-fried veggie 
dumplings are small but tasty 
parcels of minced Chinese greens 
served with a tangy sweet vinegar 
dip. The usual appetizer crowd 
also shows up with deep fried 
wonton, fresh spring rolls and 
crab rolls. The seaweed soup is 
thick and silky by the addition of 
soft bean curd and plenty of kelp 
and leaves a suitably salty finish. 
No surprises here either with the 
soups, as hot and sour, and sweet 
corn chowder are also offered. The 
menu selection perks up with the 
main courses and hot pots. 

The lamb hot pot (your choice of 
curry or satay) is served sizzling 
hot to the table. Inside the clay 
tureen, shredded wheat gluten 
fills in for the lamb and has a cred- 
ible, chewy mouth-feel. Sliced bok

The less adventur- 
ous (although probably happily 
mollified by the lack of pungent 
seasonings and contraband five 
lily members) can content them- 
selves with noodle or rice dishés, 
like the ginger and egg fried rice. 


Oddly, only Neapolitan ice cream) 
is offered for dessert. 

On the whole, the entrees do 
need a few. more bits and pi 
tossed in. Bean curd or glu 
thick sauce isn’t quite enough. It’ 
a bit of a catch though.

Sure enough, this guy is now in a happy 
relationship with a woman who absolutely 
loves his sense of humour and admits it's 
one of the things that drew her to him. 

Oddly, a sense of humour usually ranks 
further down a man’s list of what he's 
looking for in a lady — usually somewhere 
after looks and “gives good head” or 
something like that.

“In the presence of a 
male stranger, the female may interpret 
her arousal as being negative, potentially 
making her feel wary and uncomfortable 
around this man.” 

According to the study, it’s better for a 
guy to keep his belly laughs at a minimum 
early on in the game and only expand his 
laugh repertoire as the relationship devel- 
ops. Bachorowski and her colleagues 
found that men produced very few laughs 
while with women they didn’t know. And 
none of these laughs were of the arousal- 
inducing, high-pitched variety.

WASHINGTON (CP) —TESTING, 
testing, one two three. Let's nuke 
those Canuck bastards! Uh, just kid- 
ding. Maybe erase that part.” 

With those words, Richard 
Milhous Nixon began his infamous 
secret White House tapes. This week 
we were told that newly released 
selections from the recordings reveal 
he thought that Pierre Trudeau was 
an arrogant jerk — a point of view 
that millions of Canadians had sure- 
ly never heard before. 

Those tapes have now been 
turned over to the Smithsonian and 
to music producer Glen Ballard, an 
Alanis collaborator who says he can 
cull out enough quotes to fill out two 
singles — a lush ballad entitled Let's 
Bomb Walter Cronkite, a duet with 
Natalie Cole; and (Expletive) My 
(Epithet), with Tupac. 

Next week even more explosive 
Nixon tapes come to light. In June 
1973, the president took an interest 
in merchandising and recorded his 
thoughts:

Local Universal Records rep 
Ron Harwood attended the 
Country Radio Seminar in 
Nashville a couple weeks ago and 
witnessed more than a few folks 
in country radio confessing their 
sins for not getting behind the 
record once it got rolling at retail 
last year. 

“T went to a luncheon where the 
president of Clear Channel 
Broadcasting spoke.

Far from it. There’s endless drama 
to sift through, and loads of 
laughs to milk in this subtle char- 
acter-driven work. For starters, it’s 
a hoot seeing the clueless city boy 
jerked about by the sardonic 
Morgan, who’s continually 
pulling Miles’ chain (telling him, 
for instance, that “rotating the 
crops” means getting up in the 
middle of the night and physically 
rotating the sod from one part of 
the field to the next). Of course 
Miles makes loads of newbie mis- 
takes all on his own — running 
Morgan over with the tractor, 
tearing up his legs by going baling 
in shorts — which adds to the 
pathos of a city-slicker trying to 
wrap his head around the reality 
of farm life. 

Where the play really shines, 
though, is in its delicate decon- 
struction of the relationships 
between the three men, as the 
arrival of the young actor destabi- 
lizes the emotional détente 
between the two farmers. Miles 
inadvertently pulls the scab off of 
a long-suppressed tragic episode 
between the two men, an event 
that has tainted the two men’s 


lives since the war but which they 


have borne with a typically rural 
Canadian stoicism. Heavy stuff,

C 
might approach Rhinc know- 
ing that the playwright insisted on 
no particular ideology and 
claimed that a play uld never 
be the slightest bit didactic. He 
also described Rhinoceros as farci- 
cal, though fundamentally tragic, 
and was frustrated by the tenden- 
cy in America to stage the play too 
whimsically. 

Playing Rhinoceros for laughs is 
one of the problems with the 
play’s current production at the 
Walterdale. This comic reading 
might be natural for most North 
Americans, naive about the hyste- 
ria induced by the oppressions of 
dictatorship, an issue critical to 
the complex messages of this play. 
I sincerely admire the 
Walterdale’s ambition: I wonder if 
they’ve considered dropping a 
couple of shows from their season 
so that they can give challenging 
shows like Rhinoceros the attention 
they desperately require. 

That's not to say that Laura 
Roald, her cast and crew don’t 
deserve great commendation. 
Aside from some notable prob- 
lems regarding pace and rhythm, 
however, the play is most weak- 
ened simply by seeming too light. 
Only Kevin Cheung and Neil 
Mathew Salsbury bring a consis- 
tent earnestness to their character- 
izations, and this made all the dif- 
ference in communicating their 
rhinoceritic transformations as 
something grave. 

But while it’s always fascinating 
to see a play like Rhinoceros staged 
at all —I’d really love it to kick 
my ass, to leave me shuddering, 
incontinent with existential dis-_ 
may. Above all, I’d love to feel. 
Rhinoceros succeed — in commu- 


son.

poetry and it insures that the spo- 
ken word, the actual poetry that’s 
been written, is what's conveying 
the story,” he says.

“The poetry makes it compelling 
for the audience to find a way in 
and participate.” 

Written in 1952 as a radio play, 
one that originally starred the poet 
himself, Under Milk Wood tells the 
story of one day in the life of a 
small Welsh town. The story is 
told in short vignettes, and the 
tone changes as quickly as the 
scenes. It’s at once touching and 
harsh, sarcastic and gentle. And 
behind it all lies a hint of the dark 
sense of humour that’s apparent in 
the town’s name, which is “begger 
all” backwards. 

The play begins in darkness 
with the dreams of the townspeo- 
ple, progresses through an average

If 
there was too much business, then 
Tom would cut it because he felt 
that the words were getting lost.” 

The words, however, were prob- 
ably the most difficult part of 
preparing for this show. Peacocke 
chose to have the actors take on 
the dialects of their characters, and 
while that brings out the personal- 
ity of the lines, it’s sometimes a 
challenge for the actors. “The 
hardest thing about doing a dialect 
isn’t actually the sound changes.

Disney's Tron the first shot fired 
in the CGI revolution 


TRON 
Directed by Steven Lisberger 
Available on DVD 


AT SOME POINT ON THE 
commentary track for the Tron 
Special Edition DVD, writer-direc- 
tor Steven Lisberger makes a com- 
ment about the evolution of CGI 
special effects in movies. He 
acknowledges that CGI technolo- 
gy has improved exponentially 
since Tron was made in 1982, but 
even if he were to remake the film 
today, he wouldn’t change a thing. 
“We were trying to create a com- 
puter-generated world, not simu- 
late the real world.” 

Lisberger’s comment sums up 
the faults of films like Final Fantasy 
and Disney’s Dinosaur, and illus- 
trates why Tron is so great. Unlike 
CGI films which try to reinvent the 
wheel, Tron was concerned with 
inventing a whole new environ- 
ment. In accomplishing this flaw- 
lessly, Tron has imbedded in our 
collective consciousness the idea 
of a secret, technological world 
beneath our own. It hasn’t 
changed in 20 years, except maybe 
to get bigger. 

In 1982, Tron was passed over 
for the Best Visual Effects Oscar, 
likely because the Academy felt 
Lisberger “cheated” by using com- 
puters. It wasn’t until 1989, when 
The Abyss was nominated, that 
Hollywood began to acknowledge 
the validity of CGI animation. 
Today, it’s all they talk about: And 
I bet if Tron were made this year, it 
would get nominated. 

It’s such a fiercely unique movie, 
uncompromising in its visual 
excitement, that, like Star Wars, 
we're inclined to overlook the 
slightly dopey plot and shaky act- 
ing. The kinetic simplicity of the 
luminescent tanks, geometric light 
cycles, and the glowing grid 
topography are impressive, not in 
a mind-blowing, 2001 sort of way, 
but in a friendly way — as if, yes, 
that’s what the inside of our home 
computers probably do look like, 
or at least what they dream of 
looking like, when nobody is 
watching.

Despite its disappointing bo» 
office take, Tron was widely co: 
sidered a breakthrough film in 
1982. Only now can we see how 
trailblazing it truly was. Watching 
it again, restored to its former 
glory, is a treat for viewers (like 
me) who grew up on it, and a 
chance for a new generation of 
would-be hackers to soar vicari- 
ously into a virtual environment 
End of line.

Clockstoppers kicks it relativity-style

do the time thing! Forget The Time

"future, Clockstoppers stretches and 
flattens time, yanks it around and 
makes it yelp, relativity-style. 
Clockstoppers isn’t an ambitious 
movie, by any means. It harkens 
back to all those ’70s live-action 
: teen adventure movies with Kurt 
Russell, moyies like The Computer. 
_ Wore Tennis Shoes or The Strongest 


Man in the World. That is, the nice- 
guy teen hero discovers a gim- 
mick, whether it’s invisibility or 
strong-making cereal, and then 
laffs abound as he plays around 
with it for 90 minutes or so. 

In Clockstoppers, the gimmick is 
a watch that can stop time by 
“accelerating your molecular 
structure” so that you enter 
“hypertime.” Not exactly scientifi- 
cally rigorous, but the idea makes 
basic sense, and Clockstoppers has 
some pretty good fun with it. 
There’s no shortage of time- 
stopped sprinklers and hovering 
bees.and fancy bike tricks where 
papers go scattering and then

hang in midair as time-boy zips 
out of frame. 

Of course, the biggest issue for 
this movie to overcome is how to 
defuse the seemingly inexorable 
equation of time-stopping watch = 
instantaneous sleazy trip to the 
girls’ locker room. And 
Clockstoppers does overcome it, in 
the simplest, charmingest way 
which is that the hero discovers 
the gadget for the first time while 
he’s hanging out with his would 
be girlfriend, so rather than mak 
ing the icky choice, the whole 
thing turns into just the coolest 
time-frozen first date ever. Nice 

This is the kind of movie where 
the idea is the star, so there aren’t 
really too many recognizable 
faces. Our hero in this case is 
named Zack, played by some 
dude named Jesse Bradford. His 
pretty-cute girlfriend Francesca is 
an unknown named Paula Garces, 
but hey, she’s pretty cute 

And the director is Jonathan 
Frakes, Riker from Star Trek: The 
Next Generation. Aside from being 
Riker, Frakes also directed a few 
of the better episodes of the series, 
so he’s got some talent.

And those 
indelible images: the plastic tube, 
the silhouetted figures of authori- 
ty advancing over the hill, the 
bike in front of the moon ... Yep, 
there’s a reason E.T.’s a classic, 
and it’s still a classic, even in our 
hurly-burly 21st-century world. A 
theatre full of modern-day hyper- 
active children still laughs and 
cheers at all the right places. Take 
the kids, remember a Spielberg 
was a god, and wipe away a tear 
or two when it’s done.

Plain Panic 


Fincher’s new thrill ride does too good a job 
of concealing its clever subtext

genre, even as it posed tricky 
questions about the moral validity 
of violence as justice. His flawed 
and tortuously plotted thriller The 
Game was as much about its main 
character’s quest to regain his 
humanity by embracing the vari- 
ous hurts of his past as it was 
about thrills ‘n chills. And Fight 
Club was a mega-budget piece of 
agit-prop as rock video, attempt- 


ing to fashion a subversive post- 
capitalist screed out of the same 
shiny surfaces and namebrands 
used to keep the masses “compla- 
cent as Hindu cows.” 

Now Fincher presents us with 
Panic Room, which appears to be a 
pretty conventional suspense plot 
decked out in the director's partic- 
ular cinematic affectations. But 
has he, in fact, smuggled another 
subversive message into the mul- 
tiplex? Uh, maybe. 

First and foremost, Fincher is a 
stylist. That pukey green hue he 
goes for in his interior scenes has 
been with him since Alien 3, but 
he’s constantly evolved more 
fluid, elaborate and unlikely cam- 
era moves. Panic Room is full of 
these zero-gravity tracking shots 
which pass through walls, drop 
through floors, float down stair- 
cases and, at one point, over a 
counter and through the handle of 
a coffee pot. His use of such shots, 
combined seamlessly with com- 
puter modeling, allows him to 
dart in super-close to his subjects 
and exaggerate the size of small 
objects to fill the screen. In a claus- 


z trophobic suspense story, you 
& could see how this might come in 
g handy.

pharmacist husband dumped her 
for a model. She finds a doozy, a 
giant place owned by an eccentric 
financier who installed a panic 
room, basically a steel vault for 
the house’s occupants to retreat to 
in the event of a home invasion. 
No sooner do Meg and her preco- 
cious daughter Sarah (Kristen 
Stewart) move in than three men 
break into the brownstone in 
search of hidden loot.

The story unfolds almost like a 
play, with Fincher’s spry camera 
reminding us of the unity of the 
space we're in, a vast three- 
dimensional set connected by 
stairways and surveillance cam- 
eras.

In Madrid and 
Lisbon, it’s not uncommon for 
restaurants to start their evening 
menu at 9 or 9:30 p.m., when the 
heat of the day has died down. To 
keep from starving, the 
Portuguese take a late afternoon 
meal called o lanche, which com- 
monly features bread, an assort- 
ment of olives, cheese, chourigo 
(sausage), fresh fruit and vegeta- 
bles, preserves, sardine or tuna 
paté — pretty much whatever you 
can be bothered to round up.

break in the day to catch you 
breath. 

Thanks to the Handy Bakery 
(8660 - 118 Ave.), you too can 
experience o lanche without thy 
expense and hassle of internati,.
